I may be thought to have applauded ſome Perſons living, vet it hath been upon 
a perſpicuous truth , wherein their worth hath manifcſtcd ir ſelf ro the 
imitation of Vertue, by example of the Honour of rhcur Provzenicers, manifeſting 
what Coat they bear : And this Book having had the hap ro have been lohg 
in the Preſſe, before the Reſtauration of his Sacred Majeſty , hath given me 
occaſian, in ſome Sheets thar were then unprinted, to remember ſome of 
the Honours that the King hath conferred upon many , which alſo it harh 
pleaſed His Majeſty to augment : for which cauſe ſome of rhe Honours arc 
omitted in the Chapter , and addcd upon rhe Plate ; and Orhers, by reaſon 
the Plate was cut before, are wanting, as in that of Cambridge where the Gar:cr 
is omitted about the Chancelors Armes ( he being ſince a Knight of che Garter: 
And thar of Oxford hath a Crown added, His Majeſtie having conferred 0:1 
Edward Lord Hide the Earldomec of Clarendos,and the Chapter was printed before, 
where there is no mention” of it. And it in Heraldry I ſhould blazon ray own 
faults, I muſt needsacknowledge,there are two in chief,and one in baſe, wiz. Firſt, 
the want of time, wyierein | have been felove de ſe, having robbed Peter to pay 
Paul, negleted my Calling co trifle in my Imployment, by ſcribling Beraldry 
while I ſhould paint Armes , ic having pleaſed God in this time aifo ro viſite me 
twice with ſickneſle, and once with fire. in che burning of my Houle, which hat 
been no ſmall hindrance to me in thecare that I ſhould have vicd,when I ſhould 
have peruſed : Another of my chief faults is, the want of thoſe Helps, which are 
like Diamondsto Dunghil-Cocks,and are only beneficial, being berter ſer by the 
Jewellers of Antiquity : for my own part I have indced delighted in the ſable 
fields of the ſutlen Planer Saturn, and do finde that | have ſullicd my Paper with 
many of theſe matters, being raked from under deccipttul Aſhes. Adams Shield 
is Tin&tured wich Red Earth, and the Genealogic of the Heavens ſhall run 
together as a Scrowle, Huma-um eſt errare, is as old as the firſt many the Subject 
of the fir Book, and the lirreral taulrs in baſe are as Original finne, derived from 
our Anceſtors faults at Babel, Book the ſeco-d.

Book I muſt ipcak to the ſeveral ſorts of Eſquires of what fort ſoever,who, 
as they are diſtinguiſhed by Joſephs C oat , Nobility native, and ſo is Armizer, 
whether holding Office by the Princes Gitt, having received a Collar of SS. or 
elſe were atthe Ec Coſtrels,or Bearcrs of the Arms of Lords,as Joſeph did,both in 
the Chain and Ring that Pharaoh gave him : or whether they have that Name for 
dignity and honor,as the Eldeſt Sons of Knigtrs,or their Eldeſt Sons ſucceſſively, 
or eldeſt ſons of the younger ſons of Barons, which are native, or by gift, which 
is dative, in the Common-Wealth, or atchieved by Learning, or Armes, as the 
Serjeants of Law, and choſe of the Kings Houſe, Doors, or Graduates in cithcr 
Univertity , or Inns of Courts ; humbly intreating them not to expe their 
Ranks, though I have endeavoured their Files in the next Book under the Title

Italy, and afterwards in Spain, he being reputed the Son of Miſrarm,Grandchilde 
of Noah, and of 1s, of her Fathcr called [zachi, of her Brother Phorozis, ſhe 
being the Darghter of Javan, of wizom Greece was called Jawar, her Father being 
the Son of Japhet the Third Son of Noah, by whom the [{les of the Gentiles were 
peopled. Andthouzhl might have choſcn the Br:tifh Line, in favour to the Bards 
of old, from M-ſechor Samotl es the Brothers of Javan, or from Tubal, in favour 
tO Vulcan, yer that Minerca, being the Iſſue of Jupiters brain, might come forth 
armed, ſhe being the Goddefle of War,as well as Learning)l rather adventured 
to joyn hcr in comperition with the other Sons of Japiter ( viz.) Mars, and Yalcan, 
to ſhew thar the True Knight is 19m Marte quam Mercurio,and his Genealogy doth 
pariicipatc of Ancient Honours. |

And if perhaps by reaſop the Greeks have fabulized ſo much on theſe Perſons, 
that I be blamed to lean upon Conje@Qure, which itT ſhould rejeR, I tear moſt 
part of Humane Learning might be c2\t out into baniſhment; * for though Fubs 
of Wheathamſied, who wrote about the Year of Chriſt 1443. faith plainly, that 
Totits proceſſus de Bruto allo eſt Poetics, potrits quam Hiſtoricus, yer he being of ſo 
late Dayes, and affording reproot co the moſt Ancient, I dare nor reje& : for 
who ſecs not plainly but that the Heathen Poets, in deifying of Mortal men, 
did not hint what they had ſtoln out of Divine Truths, worſhipping Divine 
Powers undcr the names of 12 {everal Gods,and famous men in their Generation: 
Cainthe Son of Adam was called and reputed the ancient Juptter , Adam himſelf 
the firſt Saturn: and as Carn married his own Siſter, ſo Jupiter is ſaid to have 
done z andas he was the Founder of the firſt City,ſo Jupiter z Jubal, Tubal, and 
Tubal-Cain, Inventors of Paſtor age, Smiths-craft , and Muſick , were no other than 
Mercury, Vulcan, and Apollo : Noema, the Siſter of Tubal-Catz is expounded by 
St. Auguſtine to ſignific Verufta, as the VVite of Vulcanis ſaid to be YVexws: the Fable 
of the devidiag of the VVorld between the Three Sons of Satur-,ariſerhfromi the 
rrue Story of the Sons of Noah : And the FiKion of the golden Apples kept by the 
Dragon, is taken frcm the Serpent that tempted Eve: Paradeſe is made the 
Garden of the Heſperides : Hercules killing the Serpent,and deſcending into Hell, 
hath alluſion to the Prophecy of Chriſt : and the Tranſlation of Henoch by God

Thus the firſt matter conſiſted of ſeveral Pavices or Superficies of ſeveral acci- 
dents and qualities, conliſting (as it were) of a Metal and Colour, as every proper 
Coar of Arms ought to have : but we will ſce them taken aſunder, and propound 
the moſt ſample firſt, as beiag the beſt bearing, For asa point is the beginning of 
all Mathematical Magnitude, and Uaity of all Numeration, fo letters are but the 
radix of the Maſorites: and ſimple colours are the firſt Fields, and ſimple lines 
are the firſt Shields in the Sphere of Gentry, without any charge upon them : and 
the Lacedemonians had in their ſtandards no more than the letter Zambds,being a 
diftinion infinire ſufficieat to diſtinguiſh their whole Nation,as the three colours 
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in the ſtandards of the Jews did diverfifie. cach Tribe from one another , ac- 
cording to the ſeveral gems in the breſt-plate : but afterwards, whenit becamea 
rejudice for any other to uſe, or bear the mark, figne, or ſymbole of any other _—_ «f dis 

Perſon, Family, or Tribe, then they began to add ſomerhbing more, to diſtinguiſh "Te" 
themſelves from it, or them that bore it before, And becauſe Arms were deviſed 

by the diverlity of line, colour, and thing, to ſervetheir uſe, robe found out by

Thus have you ſcen the ordinary diſtinQions, Per f# & nefas, by ſo many 
ſtrait and curved lines ; their ſuperiority and dignity, by their hidden clementary 
qualities and poſition ; their genealogic and propinquiry, asbeing the moſt anci- 
ent thar arethe moſt plain, andthar the Chiefe, of all ozher next the Crols, is the 
moſt noble by the cxalcation thereof, being crowned with an Imperial Diaacm 
encircled with the bleſſed $ pirics, and mantling the inferiour Ball with the robe of 
celeſtial tinQure.

And thus this dayes work being fi- 
niſhed, it isadded, The evening and the morning was the ſecond day,wherein nothing 
was as yet made perfe, bu: the orbicular torm of the world, confiſting of feve- 
rall Rings and Rowndles,in ſeveral circular forms, as is apparent on the other fide,

The Dke, ot Virtue, Force, Strength and long Life, and by the Poers dedica- 
ted roCeres, the firſt that invented the plough, ſhe was the daughter of Saturn and 
Ops, char is,of Time and Earth, the patents of all Vegerables. 

The Cypyeſs and the Pine were the Symbolof Death and Oblivion amo 
the Egyptia-s, becaule bring once cur or lopped, they never ſprout again ; asalſo 
they did by it fignific Barrennels, by reaſon of the exceeding coldanels of the 
ſame, The ſhadow of the Pine will not ſuffer any plant to grow under it, uſed of 
oldin the furniſhing of Funeral pomp. 

The Afhis ennobled by the praiſe that the Poet Homer giverh it, for the Spear or 
Lanceot Achilles was mace thereof, it groweth round with leaves ſer in the form 
of feathers,

Theg ſer- 
veth asa counterpoiſon, and 15 a remedy againſt drunkenneſs. The reaſon of the 
name (ſaith Plzy) is, that though it is generally thought ro be this, that nor- 
withſtanding it approach very neer to the colour of wine, yet beforeir throughly 
taſte thereof, it rurneth into a Matrch- violer-colour, and that Purple luſtre which 

it hath, isnot alcogether fixed, bur dcclinerh in the end to the colour of wine: Ir 
denoteth Temptrance, *Magiitracie and Wor ſhip. 

Thus you ſce that cxcellencic and dignity in carthly honour is of the nature of 

rerreſtrial chings;for plants are cicher Terreſtrial or Aquartical: So is excellencic ci- 
ther Native or atchieved,& every man by Nature is as a Foſſlle,being (asir were) 
digged our of the earth : bur every good and honourable man is as Metal ſcpa- 
rated & purged every way,before it be a body perteRly mixed,and doth confiſt of 
Genw and Difference. Hence itis, that this ſort of Emblazon is proper for Eccle- 
fiaſtical Perſons, and that Genealogie that is ſo far from the firit -parent, as chis

So the BUn, 
Pen and Stars did fignific ro Foſeph, his Father, Mother and Brethren, and 
did rypific the glory of rhe Church Triamphant, that ſhall ſhine as the Sun, and 
the honour of the Church Az{::antr, that ſhall be crowned with twelve ſtars, who 
rhough they have lain (as it were) hid, yer their Motto ſhall be, Poſt nubila Phebus; 

So that the Fable of Y#lcen, giving arrows unto Apolio and Diana, the fourth 
day after their nativities, according to Gentile Theologic, may paſs forno blind 
apprehenſion of che creation of rhe Sun and Moon on this fourth day, afterthe 
creation of light, when the diffuſed light was contraced(as ic were)into one Quiz 


'ver or D2b, and ſhooting rayes of Communication to the other Planets & Stars. 


Sothe Kings of 1/raes were called the Lamps of 1/rael, 2 Kings 21.17. 
He was reputed by the Ancients the image of God in the world, Horſes and 
Chariots were conſecrated to him by the idolatrous Jews ; and horſes were fa- 
crifiſed ro him by the Lecedemorntens and Perſians : and the Gentiles worſhipped 
him under diverſe Epithets and operations, as the King of the Fire, the Guide of 
the world, Belus of Euphrates, the Libyan Ammon, Api of Nylws, the Arabian S4- 
turne, the Aſſyrian Fupzrter, the Egyptian Scraps, the Babylonian Su», the Gre- 
cian Delphick Apollo, Pean, Ather, or the Heaven, and becauſe in the Heaven he 
ruleth alone, hc was called Sol, quaſi Solws ; by the Egyptians O74, having many 
eyes ; he was called Moeſocb, King of the world, and by the Egyprians was repre- 
ſented with a Scepter with aneye on it, to fignific, that ro his ſighrand power all 
things were obvious : though the wiſe Ancients have underſtood by that Enſign 
the providence of God the Creatour of all things : he was called Mercurins, quaſy 545 the Cen- 
Mediue cnrrens,as well in the middle of the world, as may be demonſtrated, asin —_—_

ſpokes of his wheels did expreſs thecongriuiry of the cight Spheres, his beams of

Kings and K#wan Emperours had the Sacred Fire carried beforethem. By Luna 
they alſo underſtood the Sun, tor though they be rwo different Planers, yer in ef- 
fe they be but one Luminary; for the Moon had her light from the Sun: there- 
fore ſhe is ſometimes called fiſter, and ſometimes daughter to Phebss ,ſheis painted

I ſhall not here diſcourſe whether the Stars were made before the Sun, or 

Moon, or whether they haveany light of their own , but give the priority to 
the Sun and Moon as they are called the greater Lights, though not in priority of 
magnitude but of /p/endidnefe and perſpicuity, and as it doth impart its Beams 
abroad , fo alſo his Rayes are borne in Arms, whichT ſhallſhew in its dueplaces, 
among the Planets he is called Sol, and Plato ſaid well of the Maker of this 
Creature, Caput ejus eff Ccelum, oculu tjus Sol Lune & Stelle, venter mare, pedes 
terra, &'c, The Perſians did bear the Image of the Syn, Moon , and Stars in their 
Enfigns, Shiclds, and Banners; and the Sacred fire was never exſtinguiſhed, and 
Suns and Stars arc home Surmounting and not Ifſuant, as ſome will have them : 
Becauſe Ifſuant ſcems rather rodevore an exhalation or Meteor rather than a 'Srar, 
which doth alwayes Surmount the Moor, and devoteth a more ſuperexcellency 
than to be the Iflue of the paſſive and labouring oor. So to Bear the Stars above 
the Moon, is to haye an ative Soul ſcorning the lower and ſub-Lunary Ball 
flaming with Sun Beames and fire to be in its own better and higher Sphere.

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Thus having explain'd the whole 4rchivement , let us conſider itin the notions 
of the Ancients : and firſt, amongſt the Athenians rhe Eagle was had in greatho- 
nour, as well for the Royalty asfor that it is dedicated to J#p#ter, this Bird of 
Jove —— eA£gt1 or Shield of Minerva on her* breſt Paried per Feſs Nubile , 
like one of the Snakelike Trefſes of Meduſa for being vitiared by Neptune, to ſhew 
how infamous is the uglieſt of deformities in the beautiful, and therefore carries 
that Figure in her S4ie/d, to affright ſuch offenders: by which we muſt obſerve, 
that you muſt alwayes conſtrue the beſt property of the Creature to the Honour Rule of Caxs 
of the Bearers , andher head in the Conſtcllation of Pex/exs , is called by the ftruSien. 
Hebrews the Devils head, and by the Arabians, ( apat Alzol, Fatal in Nativity, Sands 
Ovid, lo Homer dc(cribing Venus her Girdle, alludes the nntying of ir, rotnciting 
pleaſure and wantoneſle.

UVarium : in eo autem illecebre omnes facie ſunt. 


Whereas the Fe/s being gitr about is no other than the Cingulum Militare , the Parrtionby

The Poet Ewr/pideslaith,thatall Birds ingeneral arc Hera/dsand Mefſengers of 
the gods : butche Eagle is the King, the* Trunchman,and Interpreter of thegreat ,,,..... .. 
- Jupiter , by whom they did underftand one alone Deity : The Creator and tucerprecer, 
Maker of all things who hath been Interpreted in and by the Evangelical and 
Soring Divine St. John, whoſe Symbol it was: by the Egyptians it is honoured 
in Heljopols. The old Eagles determinant /patia, keeping within their own Cir- 
cuits and Dominions , and the Eagles carry the prize for Honour and Strength, 
whereof the Eag/e Valeria is the leaft, yet the ſtrongeſt,it is of colour Black: the gc. orts 
Royal Eagle is of colour Rediſb, and is called in Greck, Gnefios, of a middle big- of Eagles: 
neſſe, and a rare Bird to beſcen, but the moſt quick of ſight is the Eagle Haliaetos, 
Pygargus kecpeth about Towers and Plaines, andhatha whitiſh Tail. 


The MWartlet is attributed to younger Brothers, perhaps for their ſimilictude 
tothe Birds chat breed in india , called Fpodes , which do ſeldom light on the 
land, as having none of their own, and become Travailers veiwing the World.

The Egyptians did exprefle the Sun by a Falcon, in regardof 
hertruittulacfle, vivacity, celerity, and quickneſſe of fight , ſo that this Bird did 
repreſent the Soul of Man, which mounts from Earthto Heaven, withthe wings Emblem of 
of Divine ſpeculation, ſacred therefore to Apollo, and is called his meſſenger by the Soul,

written in Vermillion Letters, of the honour and worſhip dueto the gods, and for 
this cauſe thoſe that write the Sacred Letters wore a Red Hat on their head, andin 
itthe Wing of a Kite. So thetrue Prophet of the Lord that was fed by this Crea- 
ture was clothed in the Red Garment of a fiery Chariot. The C20W is the Hierto.

The Swan being partly Aguatica!, and partly Terreftrial,is put here in the Baſe 
point, andis ſacred to Phebas : his white colour denotes Sincerity a Bird befitting 
the Ma/er, andisdedicated toYVenw; though Lede was beguiled by Jupiter, when 
in that ſhape hefled into her lap, being purſued by the Eag/e. In that ſhape pre- 
ſenting Beauty , and Harmony of the tongue , _ prevailing ſolicitors tor the 
obteining love and affeion, and is the Bird that {ings its own Epitaph , thereby 
making herſelf immortal. Itis the Enſign of the Poets and the Hzeriog/yphick ot a 
Mufical Man, or onethar, like So/on,counts no man happy till his laſt end, *

The Dſlrich reſemblerh one who is a better IndiQer than an Orator, helping | 
by his wing what he cannor by histongue, or feet: it is compounded as it were 
of a Bird and a Beaſt, andis eſpecially found in Af#ica, like a Came! in his legs, 
likea $errowinhis head and beak. 


The Kaven was borne in the Enſign of the Danes, Anno Chrift: $79 , and was 
won by tlie Eng/i/þ, the Banner was called Reafan, and was wrought, by report, 
in Needlework, by the Daughter of Lochbr00k, thatis, faith M*. Camden, Lether- 
brich, the Dane, with an opinion of good luck, ſay they , that itſhould never be 
WON. 


And for the «Egyptian Jbis , it isa ſtrong tall Bird, having a Bill of a great 
length, doing exceeding much good in deſtroying Serpents, for which good, the 
Egyptians honour them. So alſo were the Heroes of ancienttime for deſtroying of 
Serpentick kind of Men... 


The Dove is the Symbol of the Church, which, though ſhe have lain among the 
pots, yetſhe ſhall beasrhe Wings of a Dove, thar is, covered with ſilver Wings, 
and her Feathers ot gold; her fimplicity inthe one, and her furure glory in the 
other, whom the worthy Bearers of it ought to imitate , they alſo do repreſent 
quick intelligencers,the Doves were ſaid robe the Conductors of Aneas to the Gol- 
. den Tree, inthe grove of Proſerpine , expreſſing that pureneſt of life Icad to felicity, 
interpreted by ſome to be Conſtancy and Innocency. 


The Nightingal and Swalloty are called by 0x42, Siſters , becauſe in both 
there is a fimilitude of Harmony , andarealludcd to Poetry and Oratory; the one 
affeing ſolitary places ſequeſtred from the converſeof men, but frequented by 
= and the Muſes : the other afteRing and delighting in Cities, exerciſing her 

oquency. Before Tribunals and Aflemblies the Lapwing , by Pauſanias, is 


made the Emblem of Tyranny in the Fable of Terew for his violence to Philome!. 
Hislong ſharp Bill repreſenging his Tyranny, the Tufton hid head repreſenting 2 
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The Cork is the Herald of the day , and the Sentinel of the nighe by whom 
the Ancientsintheir Hieroghphicks repreſenced; Vigilancy , the Cock was lacred ro 
Mars for his courage with a Cre/t on his Crows, repreſenting his Helmet » and urs 
on his heels repreſenting his Chivalry: he hath the property of anoble Comman« 
der that ſcornsto fly the field , and keeps avigilant watchin the night, and boaſt 
when he puts off his Armousthe beſt Monitor for Security, andisjuſtly called by 
ehic French Cock, thatis, a Head, a Chict, a Commander. So the Si/# being a 
Martial people, when they goto the Wars have them atwayes in their Pav/lrors. 


The Owl is the Hizroghphich of Death, yerfacred to Mireruafor her faculty 
of watching and muſing the powers of the mind being in the filent night more 
colle&ed and vigorous: and the Athenians whoſe Cny abounded with theſe 
Birds , ſtamped their Cojz with ber figure on one fide, and Aiverog's head onthe 
other. The Egyptians by the C20 and the Dl, did exprefſerwo deadly ene- 
mies, forthe (row deſtroyes the Egs of the Qzl by day, and the Ow/the Crows by 
night, and are f0 direaly Counterchanged, that it is{aid, thcir bloud will not mingle, 
She berokeneth in Arms a prudent man, Vigilante, aud of an acure Vy'it. - 


The C:ane and Stozk , ſcrve as monitors to the Bearers to bewarc of Aro- 
gancy and Pride, by the Example of Gerrenica and Antigone, the one bcing fained 
ro be transformed, for admiring lo muchthe exccltencyof her Feature, beganro 
contema the higher powers; and the other being a talkative Woman was tnrned 
intothar Bird: which, thougha ſitanger toall muſick, ſo affects her unrunable 
Creaking that ſhe claps her Wings in her own plaudity : but perhaps as my Ay- 
thour ſaith , the Fable had its original from her Huſbands , giving a Stork for his 
Impreſs. Sure I amthat we areſent tothe Fofyles of the Heaven to learn, for 
the Sorks of the Heaven know their ſeaſon, and a good man may chatrer as ths 
Craze.

Bealts, under the great Banner of Raphael, or Þower. 


N the Introduction of this Chapter it may very well be obſerved, how the 
Series of all created beings is ſtill more and more perfe& : and by the 
very orderof Nature you may obſerve the natural dignity of the Crea- 
tures: foras the Day was more perfe& than the Night, whereby Metall 
was more perfe&than Colour: Sa the Sun was the accompliſhment of the 
Firmament , bcing like an Azure Eſcocheon Charged with the Orient Creature , 
that hath ſo many " _ Epithets putuponit, according to theſeveral operations 
or Powers as it is treated of in the tourth Chapter : denoting to us the dig- 
nity of the Active Soul above the dull and heavy Body : Soalſo we may ob- 
ſerve, that the moſt perfe Creatures were madelaſt, and inthe firſt partof this 
Day was made the s of the Ficld, for the ſervice of him who was there 
Lord ſubſtitured by G o Þ himſelf , whofe Image he was. Therefore to treat 
firſt of the dignity of the Beaſts of the Ficld, talls firſt be handled. For amongſt 
all Nations, there hath been accounted adignity in ſeveraF Creatures, which the 
Hebrews did lcarn of che Egypitans, and did roo {oon forget the Lord that made 
them, and turned the Image of the incomprehenſible G o », into ſtocks and 
ſtones, and in {cnſual Beaſts, giving them Divine honour: which Idolatry is 

t to begin inthe time of Enos, the Grand-child of <Adem, -—oundeti 
Gen.14- and the 26. by popular indiſcretion heightning Civil into Divine honour, 
and by the miſtaking the attribute of Divine providence, by the ſuggeſtions of 
Satan did fall from worſhipping glorious Creatures as the Hoſt of Heaven, to 
the adoring of ſome for their ut:lity and profit, as Sheep and Oxex , ſome for the 
hurt they teared to receive from them , as Dragons, and Serpents. Laſtly , giving 
divine honour toall Creatures in general ; hence it was that the Samaritans burnt 
their Children to the Idol Adramalech, that is, a magnificent King: and 4pirbeing 
atrucand living Ba with a white liſt onthe Back, anda white mark in faſhion of 
a half Moon on his Right Shoulder. 4/4imeh was preſented as a He-Goat. Aftoreth 
inform of a Sheep , which (as the Scripture ſaith) was the Goddeſſe of the Sydo- 
xaxr, though (he was repreſented by a Woman Creſtea with a Bulls head , whoſe 
horns made as it were a Creſſant on her fore-head.

is memory with the Statue of an Ox, a Creature fo uſeful in Plowing, Sowing 
and brigging home , and treading our of Cornto perpetuate that gitr of _

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he had conferred upon them, though it is conceived that Ox Worſhip was of 
greatcr Antiquity in Egypr, becauſcthe //raelites were fo well ioſtructed. 

The Egyprians did worlhip the Lion in the City of Leonte, and the Bull at 
Memphs , andthe Crocadile at the Lake Mirs, By which Creature the Eh1o. 
pans did tignitic Evil : they Deificd the Goat as the Symbol of Generation, ccle- 
brating alſo Of, as the finder out of Grain and Fruits : therefore made with 
a Buſhel meaſureover his head , offering red Oxenin his ſervice ; and the //7ae/ites 
were punilhed by their own Idol Vanitics that came our of Eg ypr, asthe Prophet 
faith, calling itthe Land from whence come the Young and Old Lon, the Vtper, 
and the ficry flying Serpent , myſtically meaning the Kings of Egypry cruelty to 
Iſrael. 

They honour Wolees alſo for the reſemblance they have of Dogs, affirming that 
the Ethiopians deſcending into Egypt for to over-run the Country,the Wolves al- 
ſembled rogerher and chaſed them away to the City of E/ephantina, and therefore 
was that place called Licopols. | 

They painted their god Anubis with the head of a Dog, in ſignification that 
he was the guard ofthe Body of Oftris and 1s, and therefore had the leading of 
the vanguard intheir proceſſions. The Cat was alſo had in eſtimation very much 
for the benefit of men inthe deſtrution of Vermin. 
 _ The reaſons thatthe Egyptians do give for the worſhipping of theſe Creatures 

arethree, ſerving to inſtruct us of the vice of Idolatry, as is before recited, the 
one being their Ignorance of Divine Providence, thinking that all the Actions of 
men was too much to be ruled by one God: ſaying, that the gods were few in 
number, and inferiour in force to men : took upon them the ſhape of ſcyeral 
Creatures , toeſcape the fury of Men. The ſecond reaſon was for the commo- 
dity drawn from theſe Creatures to the ſuſtenance andlife of Man , as the Sheep 
that yeans twice a year, giving us Wool, Milk, and Cheele, in abundance, 
herein heightning Civil to Divine honour , and thirdly, through the deluſions 
of Satan being terrified by anapprehenſion of evil that might be reccived from 
them, thoughthey didreverence even evil Creatures for benefits they reccived 
by tkem : and therefore do adore the Crocadile as greatly ſecuring the Land of 
Ey ypt from Thieves of Arabia and Ljbiaw. | 

And whereas they were Anciently without Military diſcipline , and often 
vanquiſhed ; they be thought themlclves of Exfegnes, which their Souldiers 
were enjoynedto follow, fo that their Captains had painted on Tables of wood 
the Figures of thoſe Creatures which now they adore, and that by keeping in 
good ordcrto the Enſign under which they were to fight they had obteined the 
Victory, inregard whereof they thought it reaſonable, thar they ſhould ſhew 
themſclyes thankful ro thoſe Creaturesas the Authorsof their ViRtory. 

Butto return, The Creatures that were created this Day, were of three kinds, 
ſome called Jumentum, as bcing a help to Man-kind, as before, others Repyjilia quia 
hominum medicina , and the third, Beftia 4 vaftando , for that they were wild and 
depopulartors of their own Socicties, and ſo Homo homini Lupus : And Adam out 
of the plenty of Divine Wiſdom gave them Names Prophetically in one ſignifi- 
cant denomination, to ſignifi the nature of every kind, as he didto Eve, ſaying, 
ſhe ſhall be called Evab, adding the conjugal letter to her name, to fignific ſhe ſhould 
be the Mother of allliving. So that the Atchieyment of this Day was diſplayed 
inthe Gzeat Banner of Kaphae/; whoſe Power or In-Eſcochcon is Man.

generis fieri, & neutri parentum eſſ# ſimilia, eaque, ipſa que ita nata ſunt , non gig- 
nere , in omni animalium genere, idcirco Mulas non parere. Out of two divers kinds 

The degene- arhird is produced, and yerlike to neither of the parents, and thoſe that are ſo 

Nabi. produced do not procreate others in the univerſal kinds of Beaſts, as among all 
other Creatures, and therefore Mules conceived betwixt Aer and cMares, do 
not bring forth young : as Camerarim hath touched in this Riddle,

Armed, but the Armleſs Hind. 

There bcing no other Creature of the Femal ſortborne in Arms, and the bear- 
ing of Sab'z, two Hinds countertripping is by the name of Cottingham. 

The Stagge is dubbed a Hart Royal, when Hercu/es hath hunted and taken 
the Sragge with the golden horns (as itis related,) exceeding all other inſwiftneſs, 
he pertormed more by wit than by ſtrength; tor ſome ſay , he caught him in a 
Well, others ſay ſleeping : but others fay he rook himby his footmanſhip with 
continnal running, and this was accounted his #/# /abour. 

Itis the Symbole of long life, and the Emblem of Hearing, and dothrepreſent 
thoſe thatare apt tobe abuſed by flattery: and borne in Arms, faith Upron , be- 
tokeneth ſometimes one skilful in Muſick , ſo as Orphews was alwayes deſcribed 
with one by him: alſoa wiſe and politick man, one that is rather deſirous to 
ſtand on his guard honeſtly, than to annoy others wrongfully. The Buck is the 
Emblem of Society. The Roe isa Lady of Honowr in her attire, ſhe is called 
therefore Tabitha,by the Hebrews,and is interpreted Dorcas, her Furre is Erminois, 
being full of ſpots on a ground or skinof another colour, delightfuland pleaſant 
ro Id ; which cauſed Martialto write this Diſtichon : 


* Delicium parvo donabis dorcada nato, 
Tattatis ſolet banc mittere turba togis. 


The Unicom , is the Symbol of thoſe that eſhew vice, and denoteth purity 
of life and generous Warriours , who had rather die than fall into the hands of 
Enemies. | | 

The Goat, hadin honour among the Egyprians, the Symbol of generation, and 
isthe Captain of the Females; Dux & maritus caprarum, and therefore Virgil ſaith 
of him not improperly, Vir grezis ipſe caper : and being provoked ftriketh 
through an ordinary painof Armour or ſhield with his horns ; he may betoken 
on that is willingro fare hard, ſo he may be in high imployment honoured, when 
Japiter had ſlain his Nurſe , he wore her skin for Armour , and having obteined 
Victory placedthe Goaramong the Stars , and Baccho caper omnibus aris ceditur. 

The Antilope is one that hath ſhewed his valour even againſt the Macedonians, 
not fearing Alexanders - Souldiers, but piercing their ſhicldsthrough, and fought 
with them very Irefully, at which time his Company flew 8550; it isa Crea- 
tureof Boe like compoſition, and its horns arelike a ſaw, and becaule its virtues 
are not known, Suidas ſaith, an Antilope is but goodin part. 

The Boar, is the Emblem of ſenſ 
Champion amongſt Beaſts, bearing weapons both offenſiveand defenſive, and is 
onethat uſes himſelf to hardſhip, the better to harden himſelf againſt his Adver- 
faries: he is the Hicroglyphick of Winrer, as appeares by the Fable of Adont, 
deyoured by 4 Boar. It was dedicated to Mars , and ſacred to Neprune, and was 
alſo ſacrificed to Sylvanus,

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The x, as we noted before, was the Symbol of Labour and Induſtry, in re- 
compence whercof the Athenians ſtamped the fimilirude thereof upon Coin. But 
the Bull was a priviledg perſon, for the hope of increaſe,and the Poers fejgn that 
Hercules fighting with Achelous inthe ſhape of a Bull, tore off one of his horns and 
gave it to thees/Etoltans by the name of Almantheas,as horns repleniſhed with all kind 
of Fruits, ſignifying Symbolically no more than the cutting of a Dike out of a 
River Achelous by the fruit , repreſenting the fertility that the watring of the 
Soil did afford : andthe hardneſle of the Horn, the hardneſle of the enterpriſc ro 
aſſiſt the Calidoniars. 


Reaſon ofthe And from theſe Creatures being thus Armedand Horned, came the bearing 


of Creſts, as well to affright their Enemies as alſo for rn of the worth 
of the Bearers : the Oxisa Creature ofa common good and uſeful in plowing up 
the ground, {o ſoon as Zephyrw deſolves the rotten Clouds acording to the Por, 
Geo. I.

Horns were Symbols of Honour, Fortitude and Empire , not only among the 
Ethnicks but the Hebrews themſelves : in ſo much that Radiancy , the Crown and 
Hora are in the Sacred Scripture univocal expreſſions of Glory and Dignity : fo 
Moyfes is ſaid to have Hoyns , in regardof his faces refulgency,and ſuch the Pagans 
didattribute to Bacchus and Js, the Sun and Moon. 

For the other little Creatues that Salomon ſpeaks of the Piſmires are a 
Creature not ſtrong, yet prepare their meat in Summer, * The Gzaſhoppers alt 
hath no King,yet go forth by bands. Among the Athenians it was anote of Home- 
bred Race and of Nobility. The Spider alſo is of an honourable Houſe, for 
ſhe taketh hold with her hands, andis in Kings Palaces : by all which isfignified 
Prudence, Fortitude, Providence, Labour, Wnity, and Nobility : while the flothful 
is clothed with Rags, and he that is induſtrious in his calling ſhall ſtand before 
Kings.

Thus was the houſe furniſhed before the Man'was made , whoſe greateſt 
Nobility was out of Clay , whoſe Armes was his own innocency, having no 
Crown, ycta King; no poſſeſſion, yer enjoying all things; having no. Rebatements 
till his fall, then as a Noble man wanting Swpporters : of whoſe whole Archieve- 
ment , I come to ſpeak when I have ſaid ſome what of thoſe Creatures that arc 
produced of Egs. 

Firſt, the Cockatrice by the Greeks Baſiliſcos, becauſe he ſeems to be the King 
of Serpents, by reaſon of his ſtately pace and magnanimous mind, nature having 
beſtowed a certain Comb, or Cornet on his head. 

The C2ocodile is diſtinguiſhed iptothat of the Earth and Water, the Ancients 
had three general terms for all Egs breeding Serpents, w/z. Rana, Teftudo, and La- 
crata, Ifidore ſaith, the name of (rocodiles cometh of Crocens Color, the Colour of 
Saffron: the Crocodiles of Nylusare Amphibii, and live in borh Elements; his Egge 
is no bigger than a Gooſe Egge. 

The C2o0codile of the Earth is of leſſer note and quality , and it appeareth 
thatthe Watry Crocodikeis much greater and more noble than that of the Earth, 
the onebeing not above eight Cubirs, the other ſixteenand more, growing all his 
life long. The Egyprians did lignific the Sun rifing by a Crocodile looking up, and = 
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Weſt bya Crocodile looking and diving in the Water, and in their Hicroglyphicks 
doth ſignifie fruitfulnefle : they thoughcit divine becauſe it wanted a tongue, yet 
they themſelves did know it was a Salvage devouring Beaſt , by which they de- 

her'd a Mad man, yetit is a friend to the Swine onely, and the Trochilus for its 
own Belly. It may betoken one that hath a great many Enemies and but few 
Friends. 

The D2agon wasby the Romans carried in their Eſcocheon, to fignifie thejr 
fortitude and vigilancy, carried by certain men for that purpoſe called therefore 
Draconarti. The moſt eminent Dragon was that of Pithon, bred of the ſlime of 
the Earth after the Dexca//on Floud, and lain by < Apollo. They are Emblems 
of vigilancy : for which cauſe the Egyprians did paint the Pifture of Serapis thcir 
god, with three heads (v#7.) of a Lion in the middle, on the right handa fawning 
Dog, and on thelefr, the Ravening Wo#- all which forms joyned together by 
the winding body of a Dragon; which three heads are interpreted ro fignifie three 
umes, vie, by the Lorin the middle, the preſent time ; by the PF, therime paſt 
andby the fawning Dog, the time to come : all whichare guarded by the vigilancy 
of the Dragon; which (ſince Hercales hath killedit) is become the bearing fit for 
vigilant and Strenuous Heroes. 

TheLizardis Armedin a Coat of Male having a Scaly and a painted skin, ac- 
cording to that of Virgil, 


Abſint &9» picti ſqualentia terga Lacerti. 


The Toztoiſes live in two places, haunting both Sea and Land, whoſe pro- 

iesis as ſuch as deſerve honour, as ſaith Pliny, as wellin regard of their mani- 

told uſe in ſumptuous buildings, as for their ſundry virtues and operations that 
nature hath giventhem.. 

The Tortoiſes of India in their old age change their skins , and covers them 
apain, they are enemies to Y#pers diſtroying both S#4i/s and Worms that deſtroyd 
both Fruits and Orchards, Ot the 4rcadien Tortoiſe, they make Harps, calledin 
Latin Teftxdo, the Inventor whereof is ſaid to be Mercury, who finding a Tortoiſe 
by the fide of the River Nylus,whoſe fleſh was dried up, having beerrlett upon the 
Land he ftruck the Sinewes thereof, which made a Muſical found, and thereof 
he frameda Harp. The Eagle is an enemy to it as appeareth bythe famous ſtorie of 
the death of /&/chylus the mens Poet, whereupon the Greciaus wrote, 


AXichulo graphonti, epipeptoke chelone. 


Which may be Engliſhed thus : 


AE ſchylus wiiting on a Rock, 
A Tortoiſe falling, his brains out hnock. 


Thus every creature is born in ſome kind of Arms, whereby men have fignified 
ſomCkind of Yirmzeor myſtery,having inſundry Hicroglyphicks,Statues, Figures; 
Anciently adorned their Temples, Shields, Banners, Theaters, and publick places 
being erected for their honour and dignity. | 

To Conclude : Obſerve the faithfulnede of a Dog » the mecknefle of the

And E/au bears his Coat , and ſells his Birth-right 
as Adam did ; yet Adam was a Prince and prevailed with G © Þ as Jacob did, and 
out of Jacob did ariſe a Star , which was both a Son and Shield, whoſe Coat 
was Stamlette , and whoſe Genealogy who ſhall declare but by his own Spirit 
inthe Evangeliſts, whoſe Herald was the Angel Michae/, and whoſe record was 
in Heaven, and according to the flelh wasdrawn down(by S*, Mathew.)Andto 
ſhew that neither Shield or Pedegree is to be flighted by us, in ſo much thatir 
hath pleaſcd the Almighty to ſer his Church as a Signet on his right Arm, and the 
Rain-bow was as the Seal of his Covenant, and hath as well provided for the 
Breſt-plate of Aaron, as the Shield of Adam, adorning the one with precious 
Stones, as the other with Colours : becauſc he hath ſer his love upon him. And 
in a review of the former Chapters, youſhall find the Nobility the Creature,

Among the Mineralsthat the Earth produceth , honor is pertinenttothe pre- 
cious ſtones that do (asit were) excel others in vertue in illuſtriouſneſs : as the 
Diadem, in Beauty asthe Saphire,in Excellency as the Emrauld , in Preciouſneſſe 
as the Pear/ in Majcſty as the Topaz., and worlhip as the Ruby, and eſteem as the 
Amethiſt , and as well as there is Crowns of Gold and Silver: fo the vegetive do 
afford Coronets of Grafte, the Roſe is the Virgins Ghaplet, and the Treyfoil is the /amper 
vivens, the tall Czdar may not deſpiſe the lender Shrub, nor the Cedar of Lejanon 
the Hy/ape onthe wall, for they are colaterally equal. Though diverſified by Adam 
asthe firſt Herald in the World , being created and inyeſted under the broad Seal 
of Heaven, having power to Rule over the Beaſt of the Earth , and the Fowles 
of the Air ; he knew how to give names proper to things: and ſo he was fie 
Magiftro eruditus , he hath experience that man continueth not in honour : there- 
forenever expe or look for long Genealogies; for you ſhall find King deſcended 
from Beggars , or Beggers from Kings, ex Rege Agricola. He could beſt Blazon 
the Tree of Goodand Evil , by having known the Narure thereof : Tantum me 
lum attuilt malus cujus frondibus obvolutus anguis.

Abrabam was 85 years old when he reſcued his Nephew. Lot, and overthrew by 
ſurpriſe 4mraphel King of Shinaror Babylonia,. Andthe Hebrews which deſcended 
of Shem, by Abraham, were Strangers in the land , which was the cauſe that the 
Caneanites did not affc them, they having been the ancient Lords & Poſflcſſors of 
thoſe Terricories, as being the Iſſue of ({anaan, or atleaſtof Ham; and ſowere 
of long time before prepared ro Warre with the Children of 1/ae/, and was the 
cauſe the Phy/ifins alſo did not endure them ; who deſcended of Cham, 
by Mizreim; for though Abraham himſelf wasa Stranger, he was highly cltecm- 
edand honouredamong them : yeteven thoſe that were deſcended from 4bra- 
hem were alienated in affection from the Iſraelites, as holding them Strangers. 
and intruders, making more account of their alliance with the Cananztes , than.

S*. Walter Rawleigh doth give a rational conjeRture touching the Egyptian Anti- 
uity , which he doth not believe to beſo fabulous as ſome conceive, by reaſon 
that Egypt being peopled before the Floud , and 200 or 300 years more or leſſe 
after Adam, there might remain unto the Sons of Mizraim ſome Monuments 
in Pillars and Altars of Stone or Metal of the former Kings and Governours, 
which the Egyptians have added to the Liſt of their Kings , by the vanity of Glo 
andcorruption of their Prieſts, and that the memory of Antiquiry was in ſuch 
ſort preſerved. Beroſas affirmeth of the Chaldeens , who write , the uſe of 
Letters and the Art of Aﬀronomy was known to the Babyloniaxs 3634 years be- 
fore Alexanders Conqueſt , which reaches to the time of Enoch, who was borne 
1034 years before the Floud, and write of the Worlds deſtruction both by 
Water and Fire, andof Chr//coming to Judgmentr,as is witneſfed by S*. Judt_. 


Sheba and Dedan Grand-Children of Chuſ&, were Poſſeſſors of Arabia the 
Happy, and the Defart. Hvi/ah and Nimrod dwelt together on the Eaſt ſide Chub: 
and for the Antiquity of Merchandize, itis obſervable, that Merchants treading 
do not looſe the Gentility of Anceſtry : forthe Prophet E7ekze/ joyned the Fa- 
ther and Son in one Verſe of the 27 Chapter of his Prophecy : faing, Merchants 
(of Sheba and Raamah ) werethey Merchants , who were the Eaſtern Arabians. 


Obſerve here, that in the infancy of the World, Princes and Men of Re- 
nown were choſen for their Virtues, and for there moderation and Juſtice, were 


eſteemed as Godsamong the Heathen 


ople , ,and among the Parriarchs rhere

So Egypt in Scripture jscalled the Land of * Ham, as being planted by him, and 
Ofiri called himſelf the eldeſt ſon of Cham, ſaying, Sum Saturnt filius antiquior, ger- 
men ex pulchro & generoſo ortum ; which muſt needs be underſtood of (am the 

ptian Saturn , as appeareth by the Monument of N/zw the ſon of Mizraim: 
the ſon of Cham was Lord of Egypt, and Lehabis the ſon of Mizraim was called 
Hereales Lybias , who made War in [taly, who before had War in Egypt, and 
having finiſhed , left the Kingdomto 0rw the laſt of all the Gods, as they were 
ſtyled. The Wars in 7taly laſted ten years, whole twelve Laboyrs are thug re- 
koned by Diodorus $tulys. | 


His firſt Labour was the ſlaying of the Nemees Lion, which by reafon he was 
inpenetrablc he killed with his hands, ſtopping up one mouth of his Den,follow- 
inghim into the ſame, and taking him by the Throat ſtrangled him , and flaying 
oft his skin covered his body therewith, to preſerve him againſt future perils.

we call the broad Arrows head Pheans heads.

Creation. Heis remembred among Prophane Auchours by Ceorchus the Peripa. 
tetick, by Megafthenes,and Numentizs the Pythagorian, and {oalfo is the long liyes 
of the Parriarchs, the Floud of Noah, every where diſperſed in the writings of 
Prophane Hiſtorians : and Srrabo ſpeaking of Moſes, faith: That he taught the 
Egyptians , that they did amiſle in attributing to God the Images of Beaſts and 
Cartel : as alſo the Arabians and Greeks their errors in giving unto their gods the 
ſhapes of men, &c. who were therefore called Heroes, as it ſignified Demi-gods, 
morethan men. In Moſes time lived many men exceeding famous, as well for 
ſtrength as learning : and Egypt began inthistime to diſcover a paſſage into 
and parts of Greece, bounding on 4/teand Judea, Pelagia being choſen King of Ar. 
cada, for teaching thoſe People to ere fimple Cotrages, to defend them from 
rain, teachingthem to make Meal: and as S*, Auguſtine and Euſebins obſcrved, that 
Prometheus flouriſhed , Theophraftus expounded the invention of Fire, aſcribed to 
Promethew, Orphins ſometime expreſſed Time by Promethens : inhis time alo lived 
the famous 4:4 brother to Promethens, ſons of Japetus, whole other ſons Oceann 
and Heſperies famous in the Weſt, gave name to the Evening and Evening-ſtar, 
Dexcalionreigning in Theſſalia_.

wealth, for they were called Celeres under Rommlus , {o as the degree of Baronet

Thus was Jo/epb honourable from his Childhood : wherein you may obſerve 
how the firſt age was diſtinguiſhed by Tin&ure and Difference, by Colour and 
Primogeniture ,- wherein the Elders of the Families preſerved their Authority 
and Birth-right , and the yonnger ſons are many times the Founders of the Gar- 


_ ter of true Nobility : and fo Renben the eldeſt ſon of Jacob (hall not excel ; but 


Js/eph theyounger brother is the beſt Gentleman, exerciſing Juriſdiion, both 
Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, and by theadyantage of their ages were able to preſerve 
thcir Genealogies:; 


Dulcis Rachelis primitie Joſeph, 


Ut primus evadat , undecimus naſcitur. 


He was the eleventh Son of the Patriarch Jacob, and the firſt of his beloved 
Wife Rachel, he was the progenitor of Jeſua the Uncle of Gideon and Jephta : he 
was honourablein his mariage with 4/enath the daughter of Potiphar Prince and 
Prieſt of 0#: he diedat the age of 100, and gaye commandemcnt concerning his 
bones : and evenin Egype performed the honourable Obſequies of. the Funeral of 
his Father, cauſinghim to be Imbalmed after the Egyprian manner , and mourn- 
cd 3o daycs, having ſpent other ten dayes in preparation of the Funeral ; yet 
uſing none of the Eg yptian Superſtitions, ſecing Ofrs was not heard of till they 
had loſt him , the next of Kin cloſed the eyes of the deceaſed, Jo/eph ſhall put 
his handsupon my eyes, Gen.46.4- they waſhed thebody being dead, they em- 
balmed the Corps after the Egyptian manner : which was, they took our the 
bowels of the Dead , they cleanſed and waſhed them with wine of Dater, and 
after that again with odours » then filled the bowels with pure Myrrh beaten and 


of che £2yti- Caſſia, and other odours (except Frankincenſe) and ſewed them up : after this 


they ſeaſoned the Corps bidden in Njtre 70" dayes not longer ; after 70 ”— 
q-”. s OE r 
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Cie. . NosBiLITY DaTivE. 
they waſhed the Corps and wiapped it in fine Linnen cloth Gummed , whidll 
Gumthe Egyptians often uſe inſtead of Glew: they uſed another kind of embalm- 


ing when the Funeral Obſequies were not long delayed, being an outward appli- 
cation of Spices & Odours without embowelling of the Corps: which was uſed 


roour Saviour, Jobs 19. and probably to this Patriarch. The Jews did learn the for- 


mer Ceremonics from J-/ph , he being the ficſt rhat praftiſedit: and they do 
fince, and moſt commonly Lnterre the whole Body, ſometime uſing to burn it 
preſerving only the bones in ſome Ucn or Pitcher : they purchaſed a burial place 
tor themſelves and Family; as in the example of Abrahamand Jacob, 

Hewing out a Vault out of a Rock, with ſeveral receptacles or Tombs for the 
dead bodies to be laid in, having a rouling ſtone to remove as occaſion required; 
Thericher ſort would paint, garniſh, and beautifie : and of Jacobs charge to his 
ſon Jo/eph they have raiſed thele ſtrange conccits : Firſt, that he forc-ſaw by the 
Spirit of prophecy, that the duſt of Egype ſhould be turned into Lice. Secondly, 
becauſe thoſe that died our of the holy Land, ſhould nor riſe again withour a pain- 
fulrouling through hollow paſſages. Thirdly, that the Egyprrans might nor Idola- 
triouſly worſhip him. They made a Feaſt atcheir Burials, they made themſelyes 
bald, going barc-headed,,caſting duſt on their heads, and bare-toored, covering of 
their lips, reating their cloathes, putting Sack=cloth about thzir loins, having the 
Trumpets at Noble-mens Funerals, anda Pipe at the common forts: the Players 
thereon were Minſtrels. They learned alſo to cut and gaſh their bodies of the 
Heathen. Thus far the 7ſraelires (fince Joſephs time) having moreover Women to 
fingthe Funeral Elegies and Songs ,-as faith (Godwin. Antz4. and as the Learned 
DF. Brown ſaith) men have loſt their reaſon, in nothing ſo much as their Religion , 
wherein Stones and Clouts make Martyrs : but Chriſtians do handſomly hidethe 
deformities of death,by careful conſideration of the body and civil Rites, making 
a diſtinftion between Brutes and Men: though they conceive thar all ſhall be 
repaired by the ReſurreRion, whoſe honouring of their deceaſed Friends, by coſt 
and worſhips ſpeaks hopes of a betrer lite, and Adams burial ſhews the antiquity 
of enterment , while the burning of the Bodies have been of Roman practice : and 
Cornelis Sylla was not the firſt whoſe body was burned at Reme, for it was practi- 
ſed long before by them, andby other Nations, by the Jews, Amos 6, Inthe Obſc- 
quies of Patror{usand Achilles, and in the Theban War, and ſolemn combuſtion of 
Meneceus , and Archemorus contemporary unto Jazr the cighth Judg of 1/7ae/. He:For 
being burned before the Gates of Troy, and Queen Penthi{ilia, the Amazonian 
Queen. So : Iſo inthe inward Countries of 4{,' we find the King of Chionzs burnt 
the body of his ſon , and enterred the aſhes in a ſilver Un ; and though there 
may bercaſon given for theſe cuſtomes , yet Chriſtians abhor theſe wayes, and 
do conforme themſelyes to rhe Patriarchal enterrement according as Jo/z>hcom- 
manded that they ſhould bury him in Canaan, that-whoever ſhallread his glory in 
the Sacred Scripture, ſhall find what Emanuel The/aurus hath ſaid of him,

Judah the fourth ſon of Leah, did prevail above his Brethren : of whom 
came the chicf Rulers, and our Savionr alſo from the line of David : of which 
I ſhall ſpeak in his dueplace, and of whom 0:hozie!, the chict and firſt Judge 
was deſcended. For men of War this Family have afforded Joas, Abiſhai, 
Amaſz ; and for States-men, Caleb, and Achitophel; for Prophets, Nathan ſyn of 
David, Amos and Micah. Whoſe Tribe after the death of Jo/bua (by the gire.- 
Ron of God) did undertake the War againſt the Canaaztes , over whom (by

according as itis ſaid by Rabbi Abraham inhis Hiſtorical Cabbala : The French Ay. 
thor ſetting down for the Colonel Enſign of the Tribe of Judah, d 4zure, (cet 
Bleu Celeſte) 4 Lyon rampand d Or, thou h Gales was the more proper kicld : for 
this martial Tribe: Jutah te /audabunt fratris tuj , manta tua in cervictibus inimicg- 
rum tworum, adorabunt te filii Patris tui; whence you may obſerve that Civil Ho- 
nour is to be given to the Magiſtrate which God hath ſet in authority : S0/onjox 
blazoneth, of the bearing of the Lion thus: Leo fortifſimus Beſtiarum, ad anlliu 
pavebit occurſum_. 

I/achar, fifth Son of. Jacob and Leah , of whoſe Ttibe was Baeſbd and Elah, 
kings of 1/7ael; andTolah the Judge. He is comparcd by the Patriarch Jacob, to 
an Aſſe, couching between rwo burthens, whereby portion was his invitation, 
for he faw the Land that it was pleaſant , and bowed his ſhoulder to bear, aud 
became a ſervant unto Tribute, Gen. 49. HE had his poſterity ſo increaſed in #.

oldand upward; of which Tribe was the Bed-fellow of ancient David, the

Zebulon, the tenth Son of Jacob by Leah: he was honourably mentioned for

proportionably (as M. Fuller obſerverh inthe deſcription of this Tribe) to' divine 
providenceitwas, that the place whereon Joſeph was betrayed , and the pit 


' whereih he was put, ſhould in after ages fall to the poſſeſſion of the ſons of E- 


phraim , deſcended from him , being called by .Jo/eph, The Land of the Hebress : 
though when he vvas ſold they had no inheritance in it ; for the Family of Jaco 
living theironly as ſojourners therein.

Having fpoken of the Cherubims,let us conſider the form and faſhion of them, 
whereof ir is ſaid, they were wrought upon the vaile of So/cmors Temple, Crols, 
the Holy of Holies being made of BLEW,PURPLE, and CRIMS ON, 
z Chron.3.14. eſpecially taking notice of the Colours thereof, bur F-ſephas faith, of their [hapes 
None can concetve or expreſs what kind of Creatures they.were,, bur moſt 
ground their conjefures upon Ezekzels viſion, having a face like the face of a 
Man, a Lion, an Ox, and an Eagle, an{werable to the ſeveral badges that we 
attribute to the four Evangelifis ; whreby S, Matthew treating of the Humanity 
of Chriſt, hath the Angel by him to guide his Pen: and $. Markbeing to trear 
of the Lyon of the Tribe of 744ah,we do repreſent him winged and with power;s, 
Lukealſo deſcribing him (being the accompliſhment cf the ſacrifices of the Jens: 
and his Prieſtly Office) by an Ox with wings z of whom Datid ipake when 
burnt offerings and ſacrifices would not: then; ſaid I, Lo, 7 come. S, John's 
Badge is the Eagle, whoſe ſoaring Divinity doth mount aloft; bur if I uſe Do- 
Qor Fuller Epithers, he ſaith , wiien ſent to treat, Men; to terrific, Lyons; 9 
ſhew ſtrength, Oxens when to uſe ſwiftnels, Eagles. The difference between 
Moſes and Solomons Cherubims were theſe ; Moſes his Cherubims were of pure

Hence it comes that Nations, Temples, and Societiesof men are dedicated to 
ſeveral Saints, So that the &rexch, rhough they look on Saint Mzchaet ro be their 
Angel Guardian, yet they account Saint Des their Patron. 'And the Engl 
have their Guardian Anzel by the name of Saint George, 'whoindeed is no other 
than the ſame Saint Michael, who fought with che Devil and his Angels : and 
Saint George was the ſame that appeared to Foſhus, For,what is meantby the 

' Dragon that he kill'd, bur the Devil > and wharis the Virgin, bur the Church > 
and what is the Angel bur Chriſt > and why bears he the Croſs, bur that he was 
not aſhamed of the Crofle > Why then ſhould a Chriſtian Souldier be aſha- 
med of the Croſſe in Baprtiſme; ſince the primitive Chriſtians, like S. Paul, did 
glory inthe Croſſe, thoſe of St. Sauter bearing it Molin, to ſhew the preſſure 
they underwent, Them of Saint Job»and Saint Steven bearing it Anchorit and 
ſharp, toſhew that ſuffering doth attend the Chriſtian Knight, as the Croſle 
doth eventhe Order of the Cherubims.

The Ring of Gold was exprefly prohibited by the Romans to all mechanick 
perſons; and men of mean condition, except they were ranked with the Soul- 
diers. For, as M.yoblerverhthat the Roman Knights, and thoſe of the Milita- 
ry Order, were diſtinguifhed from the vulgar by the Rings they wore. And the 
Anulet of any colour 15 Honoutable ; for the Romans did call that the Ring of 
Honour which the Husband ſent to his Eſpouſe on the marriage day,being made 


of Iron: and ordinarily no other Rings were worn in Zome, And the Gold tn& 
Ring was given by way of Prerogative ro Ambaſſadors, which they ſent tg any 
Kings, and thoſe that rode in Triumph imo Reme, though they wore Crowns 
of Gold, yer were not permitted ro wear any other Rings than thoſe of Iron. 
And among all other Ornaments, there is not any comparable to that of the

Honour. But ſince I am fo happily fallen&cre todiſcourſe of rings, I may juſt 
ly difcourfe alſo of Chains, which are the Emblems of concord, n«&untur ticiſ. 
ſim, and #4 ordine [111-26 ; ſo all Knighrhoods was, as it were, a chain of Honour, 
compofe.! of honourable Perfons, /4gamento rokur, cntring into a ſtrong combing. 
tion at firſt tor the (trengrining of Chriſtian Religion, and fo per vincnla robors- 
tur fides. For, as Microbrus ſaith, that the moſt principal cauſe of inventing rings, 
was to ferve as Seals, which was very ancient, both infacred Scripture, and in 
profanc Authors, Queen Jeſabel Wite of Ahab King of Sameria, ſealed with the 
Kings Ring. And the Prophet Da«1el by the Kings commandment was pur into 
the Lions Bon, and was ſcaled wich the Kings feal. And the rings of all the 
Princes in the Kingdom, 4»-uls, tum edifa, et literas, tum arcas, et alia ſecreta, wel 
pretiofa, ac r.ominatim teſtamenta obſignabant, ot euſtediebant veteres ; as they were of 


. ancientelieem, Soas concerning their Original uſe in this Realm, King Edzwd 


the —_ was the firſt, (as Mr,Dwgdale now NOR ROT King of Arms teſtifieth 
in his deſcription of Warwickſhire) that ever pur ſeal to his Charters ; which he 
did in imitarion of the Normans. Neither have we any teſtimony that they were 
uſed here by any Subje& till afrer the Conqueſt, as /nguiphus manifeſterh ; bu 
was of greater Antiquity in Frazee than in Exelard, as our laborious Counttry- 
man W:ll. Dugdate, Eſq, before cited faith: Our Kings and all great Perſons an- 
ciently uſed their own Pictures in the impreſſions of their Seals ; Military men 
being atwayes on horſcback, and inthe ſame kind of Armour they wore, which 
was uſually Male with a Shicld on the left arm, and in the right hand a (ward, 
on which Shield it is rare to fee before King &:chard the firſt his rime 
diſtin& Charge : but after that ir was held a great Honour for 
whoſe Anceftors had been in the Hely Lang, to rctain thoſe Badges they 
then bore; which they did not onely wear on their ſhields, bur (ro be better 
known) had them upon their Sir-coars behind and before,which they wore over 
their Malc. And asis further teſtified our of an Hiftorical Manuſcripr of the 
Kings, remaining yet in Sir #06. Cotte» his Library, written by Joly: Rous, Tempare

The Oval Crown was beſtowed on the leſſer ſort of Triumphs, called an O- 
vation, which differed from the orher many wayes. h 

Firſt, the Triampher made his entrance in his Royall Chariot, and was met 
by the Senators intheir robes ; but the Ovator made his entrance on foot, and 
was met only by the Knights and Gentlemen of Rome. 

Secondly, the Triumpher had a Lawrel Crown, the Ovator one of Fir, be- 


The 
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The fourth dayes work affording the greater fort of Triumph, wherein the 
Triumphant Chariot of the Sun was drawn by four horſes, Phabus appearing 
in veftis * Trabeats, a robe of State, (and the golden Crown) rejoycing as a Gy- 
ant ro run his courſe, being mer by the: Senarers of the Sphere of Gentry, the 
Stars in their courſes, and the whole Hoſt of Heaven crying out, o Triumphe , 
Glory to God, Io Pear being inforced ro Jehovah pexoh, while all the golden 
Crowneson earth receive their rin&ure from earth, and their ſplendour from 
heaven, and are but as the leſſer triumphs of an Ovation ; which though in- 
deed they are clad in purple, yet are ſaid togo but on foot, in relation ro the 
vanity thereof. So that honour here is but an arrow out of the Quiver of the 
Almighty, being tinQured with labour and. errour, as Y7rgrl.

The crown of Ariadze being the workmanſhip of Vulcan, tobeconverted in- 
to Stars, the conſtellation whereof conſiſted of eight, and it was of ſuch ad- 
mirable refulgency, that ir gave light to Theſeus, through the errours of the la- 
bytinth; and on whoſoever * Bacchus beſtows this crown, they are freed from 
cares. 

Now that I may make the Crown compleat to wear, let me ſpeak ſomething 
tothe lining of them alſo: the Crown of England being lined with crimſon 
velvet, turned up Ermin; that of Scotland: being purple, imbroydered with 
pearl; that of Frazce being of the ſecond, ſeme delice Or, the Duke having a Cha-

Among the Romans Burying and Burning the Bodies were both in uſe, Nama 
being ſolemnly buried, as he injoyned by his Will, and Cornelius Sy4a being the 
firſt that was ſolemnly burned in Rome, which became the prevalent practice, as 
teſtifieth Door Brown: ; while ſome of the opinion of Thales, thought warer 
was the original of all things, and therefore fmiered to thar as the principal 
of putrefaction , others thinking it moſt natural to end in fire, leaving a remain

When their bodies fallin FuneralFire, 
Their Names might live, and better parts aſpire. 


And though Earth hath ingroſfed the name, yer Water hath proved the 
ſmarteſt Grave, which in 40 dayes ſwallowed almoſt all mankind, and the li- 
ving Creation, the Egyptians were DoQtors in imbalment, but Daftards in rela- 
tion to burning the bodies of the dead ; the Sgthians declining borh being expo- 
ſed totheair: andothersaffeRing the Sea for their grave, that while Ar:ſtotle 
ſhall not rake Zuripus, yet Euripus ſhall take him ; and though the Heroes of 
old feared Drowning, Chriſtians abhorred thoſe Obſequies of burning, affe&- 
ing a repoſicure into the hands of God, who is able to raiſe our vile Bodies, ha- 
ving a conformity tothe pradtice of thePatriarchs, by which we learn thar In- 
| terment of Burial is of the elder date, whoſe Authority is from God himſelf, 
who was pleaſed to bury Moſes. I oY 

And asall Cuſtomes are grounded upon fome reaſon, ſo I ſhall obſerve the 
Chriſtian Knights obſequies, whoſe Burial-places were called by St. Paul Semi- 
natio, inreſpect of the aſſured hope of reſurte&ion, And by the Greeks Coymz- 
teri0n, as a {leeping-place : and by the Hebrews, Domus V:ventium, the houſe of 
the living ; or Gods Field, by the Germans, to this day. So that when as Je- 
ſeph of Arcmatheahad built his Sepulchre in his garden after the manner of the 
Jews, and Chriſt had perfumed the Grave, his Servants did take delight in 
the very aſhes thereof; and the primitive Chriſtians confidering the ſuffering 
of Chriſt, did ſ{yffer Martyrdome; and therein did ſuſcipere cracem, in following 
ogheir Caſiyhagyho Gloriofiorem Triumphic moriem tvenit 
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It wasthe atchievment of rhe reſurreQion, and therefore is it an honour tg 
be a Knight of the Sepulchre. 

Where our Saviour was converſant, lived and died, there was the Holy Lad 
(where his Crofle was, there was the 'Shzeld : where his Sepulchre was, there 
was the whole Atchievments of the firſt Chriſtian Knights) which being infeſted 
with theeves and robbers that pillaged devour ſouls, they undertook it as an ac- 
ceptable ſervice to God to hazzard their lives in the ſuppreſſion of thoſe rob. 
bers, whereby the way to Jeruſalem nigh: be ſate., There were nine Gentle- 
men who hapned to meet in the Holy Layd, anno 1117, of which number was 
Godfredus, Aldemaro, Alexandrino, and Hugo de Planco de Paganws, who ereed an 
Aſlociation or Brotherhood for the purpoſe aforeſaid : and having for incoy- 
ragementa Lodging in the Temple of Jeruſalem, neer the Sepulchre, took the 
name of Knight Templers, or of the Sepulchre, whoeleQed a grear Maſter, 


did ſo daily increaſe, and their enterprizes became ſo famous, that Chriſtian | 


Princes growing in love with their vertue, affigned them ſundry provinces, hou- 
ſes, and great revenues,and became ſo potent, that they were owners of T< wns, 
Fortreſles, and Caſtles; buc through diſcord, after they had made war againſt 
the enemiesof Chriſt, 120 _ atter Jeruſalem and other Towns were loſt in 
the Eaſt, in the year 1310. they were ſuppreſſed by Pope Clement the fifth, and 
they that took up the Crofle, laid down their lives in oppoſition to Articles ex- 
hibited againſt rhem, which whether true or falſe, God onely knows : and this 
order is extin&, yet their Monuments remain buried crofle-legged, and by the 
facriledge of time it can hardly be ſaid, Hic jacet, Nevertheleſſe forbear the 


ones thereof whoever thou art,

Do@tor Brow#beginneth well his Diſcourſe of Sepulchral Urns in theſe words, 
Is the deep diſcovery of the Subterranean world, asha'low part would ſatisfie ſome inqui- 
rers, eſpecially did they but underſtand D.21. and believe Dits manibue, but ſacri- 
legious hands hath madeeven Heathens cry out.

For many times the richneſle of Sepulchres hath betrayed their aſhes, and 
the treaſures of time (as the ſaid Door Browz ſaith) lie hid in Ulrnes, Coynes, 
and Monuments, ſcarce below the roots of ſome Vegetables z and Trajavw that 
lay eminentabove the earth ina.golden Urn, was not like to finde the quiet of 
his bones : Urnal Inman def bene reliques lie not in fear of wormes, but 
where profit prompteth. Brafſe Coyn hath been as currant among the Engliſh 
as the Roman Souldiers by defacing of Monuments. Of their Brafſe and Sta- 
tues, though Pliny obſerveth what eſtimation and account was made of Images 


in times paſt, to continue and perpetuate the memorial of men, which cuſtome —— FF 


when it oops to decline, they did'in thoſe dayes commit them to poſterity in 
Shields and Scochions ſer up of Braſſe,z they preſerved their pede; rees allo, 
their Oratories and Chaplets being furniſhed with their own and their Ance- 
ſtours portraiture, lively and expreſly repreſenting their viſages. 

Theſe were diſpoſed and ſer out in order : theſe were the Images that atten- 


ded the Funeral of any that was to be interred of that ſtock and lineage. Thus 
alwayes 
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alwayes as any Gentleman died, a man ſhould ſee a goodly train of thoſe that 
were living of that houſe accompanying the Corps, caufing the Images of their 
redeceſſors to march rank by rank in order, according to their feverall deſ- 


cents, in which ſolemn ſhew the whole generation that ever was of that family, Inwhatencem 


repreſented by thoſe Images, were there preſent, ready to perform thar laſt 
duty and honour to their Kinſman, Moreover, whereſoever theſe Images ſtood 
within the Oratory or Chappel beforeſaid, there was Lines drawn from them, 
dire&ing to their ſeveral titles and infcri ptions5which contained cheir ſtile, dig- 
nities, honours, 8c. JD 

Old Rome;yea heathen Rome having both rheKnight of theTemple 8Sepulcre, 
Meſſala a great Oratour in his rime, in great indignation, did expreſly torbid that 
there ſhould be intermingled one Image that came from another houſe of che 
Leviniamong thoſe of his own name, for fear of centounding the race of his 
family and anceſtor, which movedhim alfo to put our thoſe Books he had made 
of the Deſcents and Pedegrees of the Roman Houles. 


Vertue was the pavement before the Temple of Honour, Yirtute previa, *ris 
the degrees by which we aſcend. 

Virtu grads ad gloriam was the firſt ſtep to climb by : Yirtutis imper:o, 'tis the 
Shield of the Knight of che Sepulchre, (Se ipſa twetur.) Andit he lie proftrate

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Thus is this manner of the Burial, as an argument of great honour, and as 
PFlinyobſerved, that it was not the manner in old time to expreſlethe lively ſimi. 
litude of menin braſlc, unleſle they were ſuch worthy perſons, as by ſome no. 
table and famous a& deſerved to be immortalized : as namely for winning the 
prizes at any of the four ſolemn and ſacred Games holdeh in Greece, and prin- 
cipally at thoſe of Olympia, where it was an ordinary thing to fee the Statues of 
thoſe ercfted and dedicated who had atchieved any Vidory there : but it any 
were ſo happy as to obtain Vidtory at thoſe Solemnities three ſeveral times, his 
Statue in braſſe was ſo lively and perte&ly caſt,rhar ic reſembled his perſon full 
and whole, according to the proportion of every member, Jon and muſcle of 
the body, yea even to the hair of the head and beard : and ſuch kind of com. 
pleat Images the Greeks uſe to call 7conzce, Perlonages, the manner of the A- 
thenians being tro honour men ot ſingular vertue and valour, by repreſenting 


| their Perſonages in braſle ; and in proceſle of time this manner was taken up 


in all parts of the world, together with titles, honours, and dignities ingraven 
at the Baſcs and pedeſtal thereof, for the betrer continuance of mens memorial, 
thar poſterity might be informed by ſuch inſcriptions as well as by their tombs 
and Sepulchers: and ſo Reaſon willeth, and Equity ordained, that the Noble 
ſhould be diſtinguiſhed trom the Ignoble ; and the devour courteſieof Vaſlals, 
let them know they ought ro give them homage and honour, as their Patrons 
and Lords, whom they had Cond to be the ProteRors of their lives and liber- 
ties : the Romans affeRing to make the Statues of their deſerving men armed 
with a Cuzrace or Breſt-plate. leaving the other parts unarmed, Jul Cefar the 
DiRator being content that his Image ſhould be ſer up in the Forum or common 
place at Kome, armed with a Habargeon or Coat of Mail, the Covering with 
Cloaks and Mantles being a later invention, and Gowns and Robes being of 
greater anriquiry then either, The KnightTemplers,by the preſcription of Pope 
Honors, at the ſuit of Stephen Patriarch of Jeruſalem, wore a white Garment, 
and Pope Eugen added thereto a red crofle, which is the reaſon that all our 


tary andcivil Chriſtian Knights do wear the Crofle in their Standards, among whom was

After 0eurputheſon of Latw, King of Thebes,had been caſt forth, becauſe the 
Oracle had foretold that much evil ſhould come by him: afterward in a ſtrait 


_ paſſage, having unwittingly ſlain his own father, and after becoming King of 


Thebes, by marrying Queen Joc aſta, his own mother unknown, and long atcer un- 
derſtanding what wickednefle he had done in ſo doing, he tore out his own eyes, 

and his wife and mother did hang her ſelfe ; and being expelled Thebes, his wo 

ſons not aiding him, agreed to rule ſucceſſively, year by yeac; which being 

ill obſerved, for Po/yzzces after a years Government reſigned his Kingdome to his 
Brother, Eteocles refuſed to refigne, whereupon Polynices fled unto <Argos, where 
Adraſtus the ſon of Talcas then reigned, comming into whole Palace by night, 
ſeeking lodging in an Out-hovuſe, there he mer with 73d the ſon of Ozewe, who 

was fled from Calydon, with whom contending about their lodging;tt ey fell from 
words to blows : Adraſius hearing the noiſe, came forthand took up the quarrel, 

and viewing the Arms they bore, perceived inthe ſhield cf Polyzzces a Lion, and The Arms of 
that of TyJews a Boar, he remembred/an old oracle, by which he was adviſed | -- cg os 
togive his two daughters toa Lion and a Boar ; beſtowing his mn _— 
Tydews, and Derpyle upon Polynices, promiſing toreſtore them both to their Coun- 

treys : accordingly raiſing a great Army, the ſeven: chiet Leaders being him- 

felf, Amphiarm, Capaneus, and Hippomedon, inſtead of whom ſome name Meci- 

flew, all Argives, with Polynices the Theban, Tydews the rdian, and Parthenop 4us 

the Arcadian, in which undertaking none of the Captains eſcaped, ſave onely 
Adraſius, as was foreſeen by Amphiaru, who was a great Soothſayer z which nor- 
withſtanding his reſufal of the undertaking, though he was a valiant man, yer 

could not withſtand his deſtiny, by reaſon his wife could not withſtand the gift 

of a Bracelet from Polyntces, and being bound by oath to ſtand to the appoint-

This expedition was honoured by the Nemzan games, which continued fa. 
mous in Greece, Aſtrats won the prize with his ſwift horſe Ariz, Tyderns with 
halberts , Amphrarws at running and quoiting , Polnrces at wreſtling , Parthane. 
pu at ſhooting, and Laodocus in darting, the 71 heba:s inquiring of the ſafety of 
their City, were told; they ſhould have the vicory, if Me,c:4 the fon of (eo; 
a principal man of their City would vow himſelf to be lain in honour of Acars, 
the God of war z which he underſtanding that his death might purchaſe Vi- 
ory to his people, killed himſelfe betore the gates of the City, and there fol. 
lowed a great fight, the Argivwes flying, and many on each {ide {lain , till ir was 
deſired that Eteocles and Polynices might try out the quarrel, wherein the two 
brothers killed each other. After which followed another Barttail, and the hoſt 
of rhe Argives being wholly diſcomforted, Amphzarus being loſt in flying away 
with Adraflius, whoonly e{caped, came to Athens ; and fitting at an Altar, cal- 
led the Altar of Mercy, made ſupplication for their aids co recover their Bodies, 
che Athenians condeſcending to his requeſt ſent out an Army under the condu& 
of Theſeus, which took Thebes, and reſtored the bodies of the 4rgeues to Sepulture, 
at which time Evadre the wife of Capaneus, threw her ſelfe into the Funeral fire 
with her husband, but jt little contented the ſons of thoſe Captains thar were 
{lain at Thebes, that any leſſe revenge ſhould beraken then the ruine of their Ci- 
ty: Wherefore ten years after having levied forces, they marched thither un- 
derthe condu@ of Alcmaor, the ſon of Amphiarw, ro whom Apollo promiſed vi- 
Qory, whom after was commanded by another Oracle to kill his mother : and 
after they were incountred by Laodamas, the fon of Eteocles, then King of Thebes, 
being pur to the worſt, and driven to fly, the Citizens conveighed themſelves a- 
way by night, which the Arg:ves perceiving entred the Town, threw down the 
walls, and laid it waſte ; but not long after Thirſa:der the ſon of Polynices cauſed 
them to return, and reigned there, and led the Thebaxs tothe War of Troy, which 
very ſhortly after inſued. Theſe things hapning in Greece about the rime of 
Farr, Judge of Iſrael. The Hiſtory of the ancient Kings of Troy being uncer- 
cain, in regard of their original and continuauce, being commonly held that 
Teuctr and Dardanus was the Founders of that City according toVirgtt,

All Writers generally conſenting with Homer, thatthe Rape of Hel: by Pa- 
rie, the ſon of Priamws was the cauſe of taking Armes, all her lovers beins 
moſt of the principal men of Greece, binding thcmfclves by oath to recover her 
it ſhe were taken away from her husband, a uſual piece of Piracy in thole days, 
which oath being taken to Helens father Ty:darm, he gave her free choice of a 
husband, who choſe 3enclans, Brocher of Agamemzon, whoſe power and repu- 
tation led all Greece, being defirous cithcr of the profit and honour of this great 
enterprize to take Armes, their Fleet being 1200 Sail, their Army conſiſting 
of about 100000 men, and the power of the Trojans to be great, which did 
withſtand ſo grear a force for ten whole years, their Journey and Embaſlage to 
Tray by Menelatts an Hiyſjes, who demanded Helen, who was indeed detained in 
Egypr, being driven thither by foul weacher, and Paris diſmiſſed of her, the 
Grecks thnkinz themſelves deluded, thereupon made the War under the com- 
mand of Agamemnos ; Achilles the moſt valiant among the Grecks, and their 
PhiloAetes the ſon of Pan carrying the Arrows of Hercales, without which Cal- 
<a (aid, the City could notbe raken, To record their as is not my work at 


this time. 


Ti:e Tr0jans having to their Enemies either in number or men of quality, 
whoſe principal Captains were Heitor, Paris, Deiphobur, Helenw, and the other 
ſons of Priamus, ./£ntas, Artenor, and his lons PulyJamas, Sarpedon, Glancus, Aſins, 
and the ſons of Panthm, Beſides Rheſw , who was {lain the firſt nizhr of his 
arrival, Mem0u Queen Pentheſ#lea, 

Their Arms defenſive were Helmets Breſt-plates, and Shields commonly of 
Leather, as is before obſerved, their offenſive ſwords and battail axes at hand, 
and ſtones, darts, and arrows at diſtance, and what Armes they reſted from 
their enemies, were accounted their Atchieurients, The Grzcian Poet Homer 
ſtrivinz ro magnifie their Anceſtour the Greeks, which alſo the Latine Poet 
Virgil doth the Trojans : and indeed, as Sir Walter Raleigh ſaich, thoſe Nations 
which indeed or moſt probable came of the Trojans, were the Albans in tay, 
and from chem the was Romans brought into that Countrey by </£zeas , the Ye- 
retians firſt ſeated in Padua, and the Countrey adjoyning. 

The Greeks having taſted as much miſery as they brought upon the Trojans 
. whoſe City was taken in the time of Habdon, Judge of Iſrael, and the Archiev- 
ments of the ſurviverswwere torne, $

Foraſ- 
much as anciently from x beginning ir hath been thoughr'very expedient and 
nexeſſary in all well-governed Kingdomes and Common-wealths ro commend 
unto the after age and poſterity the vertuous and valiant Acts of excellent per- 
ſons, with ſundry monuments and remembrances of their good deſerts; as a- 
mong the Greeks by the inſcription of Trophies : among the Romans by the c- 
reQion of Statues, Images, and Arkes triumphal, with titles and appellations 
of Honour accordingly ; andof later time among the moſt part of al Nations, 
by bearing of Shields, with tokens of Honour called Armes, being very ſignifi-

ſpenerime in this life, ro the diſcharge of his Vocation and Calling, and to the 
incouragement of orhers inthe like purpoſe of well-doing : as one who for the 
ſervice of his Prince and weal of his Countrey, hath not ſpared to adventure 
and hazard his life, and to wear his body with long and tedious travel in ſundry 
painful and dangerous Voyages made into Africa, worthy eternal memory. In 
the firſt whereof having fought, and had great conflits with the Portugals ang 
Negroes in two places of the Countrey by land, neer unto the Caſtle of the Xie,

warbare in his Shield a painted Dragon; Capanew one of the former ſeven Cap- 
rains chat lay before the City of Thebe bare che Hydra, Theſius an Oxe, Seleucus a 
Bull; and as Statzs the Neapolitan Poer affirmeth, Polynices bare the Sphynx, 
and alſo Auguſtus, Agamemnon bare in his ſhield a Lion, with this Diſtick.

of the Titans and the gods, when they for fear of the Gyants ran to one ſide of 
the heaven, and had like to have overwhelmed ir, had not Hercules put his hand 
toir. Bootes the driver of the Oxen is placed there onely, for that he hath 4 
care of Charles his wain, which is drawn by three Oxen, the whole Conſtellation 
conſiſting of 22 ſtars. Ochers-will have him to be Arcs ſpoken of before inthe 
firſt Book : Icarus was placed above by Jupiter, to m=_ the grief that Er; 
her daughter, and Mcra her dog had conceived for his {laughter by the Athens 
ans, who mar ws Fry rhemſelves poy{oned by the wine that he gave them, which 
he had received of Bacchus, Caſſtopeiarhar was the wife of Cephews, and mother 
of Andromeda; whom Perſeus married, and for his ſake was tranſlated into hea- 
ven, and confiſtech of 13 ſtars, being half rhe number of the Conſtellation of 
Perſews,the ſon of Jupiter, whom he begat on Darae in a Golden ſhower, who 
comming romans eſtate, and being furniſhed with the ſword, hat, and wings of 
bis brother Mercury, the ſhield of his ſiſter Minervawas ſent by his foſter-farher 
Polideces to archieve Nobility , and to kill the Monſter Meduſe , which having | 
done, cur off her head, and carried it away with him, charging his Shield there- 
with; and ſo he bore in his Armes the head of that Monſter ; and as he was 
flying homeward in the Air, eſpied 4-dromeda, the daughter of Cephens and Caſ- 
fiopeta, who for the __ her mother was bound with a Chain to a Rock by 
the Sea-fide,tobe devoured by a Whale; he pittying-ker, undertook to fight 
with the Monſter, on condition that ſhe might be his wife; and ſo for this 
Knightly deed which he undertook for the love of Ladies, he was placed above 
the vulgar, with his ſword in one hand, and his ſhield -in che other, and the 
wings of Mercury at his heels, that is, his ſpurs. And therefore we place the 
Archievment of a Knight high over their Monuments, to ſhew what they atchie- 
ved below, is inrolled above; and whar we offer here, is accepred hereafter. 
His wife * Azdromeda, Novidiwreferrethto Alexandria the Virgin, whom Saint 
George, through the good help of his horſe, delivered from the Dragon, and ſe 
he was the firſt Batchelour Knight we read of; Apollo and Hercnles are the two + 
Twins of honour, which we call Gem: among the Signs. Others ſay, ir is (« 
flor and Pollux, the ſons of Leda, who for their love were placed in the Sphere, 
they are formed into 18 ſtars; andif 4fr2a leave the earth, yet Juſtice hath a. 
_ in heaven, under the natne of * /7rgo for temporal Knights to contend for, 
olding in her hand a Crown which is called by Aftronomers Y:indemiator, the 
gatherer of the Grapes for a reward for the Archiever. 


And having ſpoke ſo much for the honovr of Minerva, let me ſpeak ſonie- 
thing concerning Yulcans Atchievment,and therein Auriga the Waggoner or Catr- 
cer hath a place in the Sphere, this Conſtellation confiſteth of 14 ſtars, the 
Greeks call him Henzochas, z.e. a man holding a bridle in his hand , and fo heis

©,is ſhewed, that there is none of fo humble and meana condition, whom an 
extraordinary eminency in commendable Arts cannot immortalize : .

Fcr honour is the reward of Excellency, * Argo Navi is no other then a Mer- 
chahrs Ship, wherein Jaſon did ferch the golden Flegce from Colchis, and afrer 
placed in heaven for a memotial, and ſome ſay char Wzob che Maſter of Me- 
aelazchis Ship was transformed into that great Star in.chis Conſtellation called 
Caropm, which is never ſeen in 7taly, nor in any Countrey on this fide of 7taly. 

The firſt Inventors of any thing being had is honour z Bacchus for the Diadem 
thar royal Enſi:n and Ornament, and for that was accounted a Prince ; Dame Ce- 
yes taught how togrinde Corn,and to knead Dow,and ſewing of Corn, for which 
benefirs ſhe was accounted a Goddeſle, Cecropy, the firſt Town, Cinyrathe ſon of 
Agrippa invented Pincers, Hammers, Iron Crows, and the Anvil, the Stithe ; 
Thrafos che firſt Builder of Stone walls, Towers, and Fortreſles: Weaving the 
Inveation of the Egyptians: Dying of wool the Lydians z Cloſfter the ſon of 4- 
rachne the making of the Spindle for woollen Yarp z Niccas the Megareanthe Ful- 
lers craft, Boetiz5 the Tailors craft, Lyas the Seythran the Founders craft, £cue

made profeſſion of Armes under the Romans , they were called Milites , and 
ſometimes Equites, as if they ſhould by both words imply Combarants on 
Horſeback, after which fignification the 1ralians and Spaniards called them Ca- 
valicrs, and the French Chevalers, and among the Engliſh none are called 
Knights, but ſuch to whom the King or his Lieutenant doth contribute thart title 
by an outward Ceremony of Creation; and as Creatio eſt prodattio totins entis, 
a production of the whole being, ſo allo is the Sphere of Gentry compounded 
of ſo many Orbe sin Superiority and Dignity cach from other, and diſtinguiſhed 
by the influence of the Sun who is the Fountain of Light: and as the Planets are 
Lords in their own houſes, ſoalſoare all Soveraigns in their own Dominions z 
and as the Zodiack is one circle to all the World, though different in parallels,ſfo 
alſo is the girdle of Knighthood the univerſal honor, though it be by ſeveral 
denominations, ſo that a Knightis a Knight in all Kings Dominions , though 
other degrees are bur like the #9ngit»de and latitude of that Countrey accounted 
from the firſt cMeridiay. And thus having given you an account of the name 
of the Sphere of Gentry, I ſhall proceed to the ſeveral orbs.

Princes,who in honouring of their Souldiers and Servants, did beſtow upon them

bilts of their Swords were uſually gil, or go/d, and croſſed, to ſhew their 
Chriſtian wy rs for the Faich of Chriſt, hence it was that Princes in 
the creation of Knights did cither gird him with a Sword, ortouch him on the 
head or ſhoulder z the Knights bearing a Shield and Gauntlers, ſhewing him to 
be a man of Arms, and therefore I ſhall here give you in every chapter an ac- 
count of Arms of eycry degree from the Knight to the King, whom I call 
the Fountain of Honor ,, this fort of Knight repreſented that order among the 
Romans called Equites Romanos, who were choſen ex cenſ# according to their 
Subſtance and Riches, being made intime of Warre or Peace, the {ater where 
of were called Carpet Knights.

Ha- 
ving a peny ready near the Candleſtick, at the words Yerbum caro fatFum eff, 
the Eſquire kneeling, ſhall offer the Taper and Peny, the firſt to the Honor of 
God, and the Peny to the honor of the perſon rhat makes him a Knight z and 
being conducted to his chamber, lying till the Kings pleaſure is known, being 
attired and drefled, is brought into the Hail, all neceſſarics being provided, ha- 
ving bid him good morrow, being girded with a Girdle of white leather, with- 
out any Buckles, having a Coif on his head, having Maniles of filk over a Kirtle 
of red Tartarin tryed with a Lace of white filk, with a pair of white Gloves hang- 
ing at the ends of the Lace, which array is the Chandlers fees. 13. He is con- 
duRed by the grave Kinghrs on Horſeback, whoſe Saddle is covered with black, 
and Stirrop leathers and bridle,the Stirrops gilt,attended by a young Eſquire, who 
ſhall carry the Eſquires Sword with the Spurs hanging at the pomel of the Sword, 
the ſcabard and girdle of white leather without Buckles,being held by the point, 
riding to the Kings Hall.

CHAP IL 


Of the Knights Bannerers, and Baronets, &c. 


HE Banneret is a Degree of Kni7hthood that is made in the Field, the 
| ng being preſent, who for his deſert is preſented to the King or Gene- 
ralwith his Pennon or Standard in his hand , who by cutting or renting the 
Point off, makes it of the faſhion of a ſquare Banner, whereby he becomes the 
firſt ſtep to the greateſt ſort of Nobility, bearing his Aims in a ſquare Banwer, 
as Barons do : of this fort of Knights, was Sir Fon Cnandois, who was after- 
wards one of the firſt Founders of the Garter ,, which Sir Fohn Chando:s 
brought his Bazner tothe King, requeiting him to give him it in ſuch manner, 
as he might diſplay it, being provided of Lands, goods, and inher;tance whereby 
to maintain, and uphold the State of a Banner-bearer , the King ſaluting him 
by the name of Sir John, Behold here your Banner, take it, and God give you 
leave towſe it well , oc. 

The Square form of a Banner , ſhewing the benrers thereof to be great 
Gallants,they were called truly Equites Yexillarii, Knight-Bannerets, and by the K, 
Germans Banner-Heirs, and as the learned Clarentiews teſtifieth, rhat he harh #7" =—_— 
ſeen the Charter of King Edward the third, by which he advanced Fohn Coup- th 
land to the State of a Banzeret, becauſe in a battail fought at Durzam, hehad 
taken Priloner David the ſecond, King of the Scors,and it runneth in theſe words. 
Being willing to rewer% the ſaid John,who took David de Bruis priſoner ,and frank- 

delivered him unto us, for the aeſerts of his honeſt and valiant ſervice, in ſuch 
irt,, as others may take example by this Preſident to do ns faithfull ſervice in time 
to come, we have promoted the ſaid John to the place and degree of a Banneret,and 
for the matntenance of the ſame State, We have granted for Vi and Our Heirs t0 
the fame John five hundred pounds by the year, to be received for him and bis Heirs, 
&c. The like Patent is at large quoted by Yiwcent out of Brooks to convict him 
ia ſome errors concerning Sir William de la Pole, who likewiſe was made 4 
Banneret by King Edward thethird, in theſe words : 

Edward by the Grace of God, King of England, Lordof Ireland, aud Duke ,,,,, ;,-. 
of Aquitain, &c, Know ye , that when Our faithfall and welbeloved Subject , 
William de la Pole, preſently after our coming into the parts on this ſide the ſea, 
hearing, and underſtanding that Our Afﬀairs for which we 10:k our Fonrney, were 
for want of Money very dangerouſly deferred: and being ſenſible of Our wants came 
in perſon #140 u5,4nd 10 us and onr followers hath made, & procured to be made ſuch 
« ſupply of Money,that by bu means our Honor & the honorof our follewers (thanks 
be 10 God)hath been preſerved, which otherwiſe had been expoſed to great danger, 
Bbc. And afterwards the ſaid William continuing our ſupply with exceeding bounty, 
bath undertaken the payment of great Sums for us to drvers perſons, for which he 
bath ingaged himſelf by Obligations, that ifhis aid had not extended to our Confe- 
derates, aud for onr expences, and the ſecurity of our Subjetts with us in Brabant, 
we could not have been ſaupplyed: but otherwiſe our Fourney ( not without our 
reproach) had been hindered. By whoſe means being thus furthered we were to 
come 20 Hannovia zear the Marches of France, from whence we conld go no further, 
without 4 great ſum of Money, whereof we were altogether nuprovided, andwhen 
it was held for certain, that our Fourney was altogether ſtayed, the [aid William 
having ſtill « care to relieve our extreme neceſsity,engaged him ſelf aud his whole

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Eſtate, and procured a great ſumme of Money , delivering ns at that time out of 
exceeding great danger : we therefore having worthy Conſideration of the pre.

wance him in Honour, and to make the Voyage famous, have adorned him with the 
Girdle of Knighthood, commanding him, that he take upon him, and hold the

zation ſupport the afereſaid Honour , and State, both h.mſelf and his beir,, 
We have granted to the ſaid William 4a:d his heirs within our Realm of England

In the place whereof King Fames inſtituted a new Order of Baronets, inthe 
ninth year of his Reign, who for their aid and affiſtance in advancing a Plantati- 
on in UIſt-r in Ireland, had a Patent given them and their Heirs, for the continu: 
ance of the Honour of S:r, but they were nor Knights without being actually ſo 
made : hence it is , that ſome of them are Knight and Baronet, and others of 
them are Eſquires, and Baronets, yet all of t] em are ſaluted Sr, and take place 
of the other ſort of Knights, according tothe tenour of their Patent, the torm 
whereof ſollowerh.

Bur to return, it appeareth by the fore-going Chapters, that the Honorary 
Title of Knight is with us of four kinds ; The firſt is that of XKnight-Barchelers, 
or of the Spur, indifferently ſtyled Knights, M l:tes, and Chivalers, who are 
much-ancienter then the reſt. The ſecond, thoſe of the Bath; And the third, 
of the Banneret, 'who are with us of the ſame nature as thoſe of the ancicar 
time in France z yet, as Mr. Seldexobſeryeth, we have no cxample either of a 
Creation of them by Patent , or making the Title Hereditary in England, 
ſignifying ſcarſe any more then thoſe of the Order of Batcheler: Knighthood 
being a kind of bounty given by the King for the ſupport of the honour ir ſelf.

GARTER, reformed, explained, declared, and renewed, 
by the moſt Mighty, moſt Excellent, and moſt puiſſanc Prince 
HENRY the eight, by the Grace of God King of England, 
and of France; Defender of the Faith, and Lord of 
Ireland, &c. 


HEREAS the moſt Famous, moſt Happy, and Vi&orious Prince 
Eawara, the thirdof that Name, his noble Progenitcor ſometime K:xg 

of Brgland,and of France, and Lord of Ireland, 8c. 
To'the Honour of Almighty God, and of the Bleſſed Immaculate Virgin 
Mmwy; and the bleſſed Martyr St. George, Patron of the Right Noble Realm of 
md, and of St, Edward King, and Confeflor, to the exaltation of the Holy 
Faich'Catholick, ordained, eſtabliſhed, created, and founded within the Caftlc 
of-Wingſoe,a Company of Twenty fx Noble and Worthy Knights for to be of the 
laid moſt Noble Order of S*.George,named the Garter : And for the honourable 
Continutnce, Augmenration, and maintaining of the ſame, THE ſaid moſt 
victorious King did'diviſe and inſtitute divers honourable Statutes, and laidable 
Ordinances for to be:obſerved and kept, by the Co-brethren, and Confreres, 
Knights, ar 4 Companionsof the faid moſt Noble Order : Among the which 
Seatures, by certain doubts and ambiguities, which to be more plainly declared, 
interpreted, and expounded, it is thought right, neceſſary and expedient, that 
certain new Ordinances and Articles be tothe ſaid Starutes added,and —_—_ 
5 Wheretore 
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Wherefore the ſaid moſt Excellent and ViRorious Prince Henry the ezght, King 
of England, and of France, Defender of the Faith, and Lord of Ireland, and Soveraign 
of the ſaid moſt Noble Order,&c. for the Right fingular Love,good Zeal,ardent,and 
entire affection that His Royal Majeſtic hath and bearerh to the ſaid moſt Noble 
Order, and the State of Chivalry and Knighthood, And for the honourable 
Continuance ofthe ſame, Andalſoar the humble Requeſt, and inſtant Deſire 
of the Knights and Companions of the ſaid Noble Order, and by their Advice, 
Councel, and affenr, the 23th Day of April, in the Year of Grace a thouſand five 
hundred twenty and two , and of his moſt noble Raign, the ezghe Year, 
made interpretation and declaration of the Obſcurities,doubrs,and ambiguities 
of the ſaid Statutes and Ordinances, with Interpretations, Declarations, and 
reformations, with their Additions aforeſaid, afrer the true Intention of them, 
ſhall be from henceforth obſerved, kepr, and enſued by the Soveraign, and the 
Knights, Confreres, and Companions of this ſaid Noble Order, in manner and 
Form following ; 

ITEM, lr isordained, and accorded, that the King , and his Heirs, and 
Succeſlors, Kings of Exgland ſhall be for evermore Soveraign of the ſaid moſt 
Noble Order, and Amiable Company of $*. George, named the Garter : ro the 
which Soveraign, and to his Heirs , and Succeſſors, ſhall appertain che 
Declaration, ſolution, determination, interpretations, reformation, and diſpo- 
ſition of all Cauſes concerning and rouching any thing of Obſcurity or Doubr, 
contained in the Statutes of the ſaid moſt Noble Order. 

' ITEM, Iris accorded, that none ſhall be ele&ed and choſen to be Fellow, 

or Companion of the ſaid moſt Noble Order, except that he be a Gentleman of 
blood, a Knight, and without Reproach : and that the Knights of the ſaid Noble 
Order from henceforth ſhall not name any Perſon in their EleQion. to be 
Fellow, or Companion of the ſaid moſt Noble Order, in whom they ſhall chink 
or eſteem in their Conſcience to have ſpot of Reproach : And as touching the 
Declaration of a Gentleman of Blood, it is declared, and determined, thar he 
ſhall be deſcended of three Deſcents of Nobles ; that is to ſay, of Name and 
of Armes, both of his Fathers fide,and alſo of his Mothers fide. And as touching 
or concerning any manner of Reproach, foraſmuch as there be divers and many 
ſundry Points of Reproach, there ſhall be here declared but three Points of 
rhem, only as is declared in manner and Form following. 

The fir# Point of Reproach is,that if any Knight ( as God defend ) be conviged 
' oratcainted of Errour againſt Chriſtian Faith Catholique, or had for ſuch offence 
ſuffered any Pain or Puniſhment publique.” 

The ſeco:d Point of Reproach is, that if any Knight ( as God defend ) had been 
arraigned or attainted of High Treaſon. : 

The th:r4 Point of Reproachis;thar if any Knight depart , fly away from Batzail, 


or Jorney , being with his vm? Lord, his Lieuftenant or Deputy , or other - 
Oo 


Captain, having the Kings power Royal, and Authority : And whereas Banners, 
Standards, or Pennons, having been diſplayed, and that they proceeded ro fighr, 
he that then reniouſly and cowardly flyerh and departeth away from thence, 
ought to be eſteemed and adjudged to have reproach, and never worthy to be 
elected Knight, or Fellow of the ſaid Company : And if ir fortune that any 
Knighe of the ſaid Company ( as God forbid) do commir any ſuch Reproach, 
that then he ſhall be deprived and diſgraded of the ſaid Order at thenext 
Chapter enſuing, if ir ſo ſhall pleaſe che Sovera:zgs, and the Company. 

* ITEM, Thar every Year , upon the Y:g:l of St. George, ( thar, is toſay) rhe 


14th Day of the Month of April,on what Day ſoever it ſhall happen, —_— 
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no ſervice of S. George be celebrated, or done,all the Knights of the ſaid Company 
being in place or places of their Liberties, in what Places ſoever they be, they 
ſhall be bound to wear the whole habit of the ſaid Order ( that is to wit ) Robe, 
Mantle, Hood and Coller, from the hour of the fir# Even Sonz, at the hour of tterce, 
thatis, at three of the Clock inthe Afternoon, until the ſaid Even Song, and other 
Divine Service, Supper, and Avoydance be done and accompliſt.edy and likewiſe 
on the Morrow, on St. Georges Day, untill at Matters, and Procesſion Maſfe, and the. 
fecond =_ Song, andallthe ſaid Day, untill that /apper and avyydence be done, as 
aforeſaid, 

: ITEM, that if forany Cauſes it ſhould pleaſe the ſaid Soveraign to proroguethe 
ſaid Feaſtand Solemnity of St. George, orthat the ſaid Feaſt ſhould be prolonged, 
and proroguedto another Day, that allthe Knights of the ſaid Order, that ſhall be 
within the Realm of Eng/and, ſhall give their Attendance the Even, and the Day 
of St. George, on the perſon ofthe ſaid Soveraign, and (hall ind themſelves in his 
company, in what Place ſoeyer hebe, within the ſaid Realm of Eng/and, and they 
ſo giving their attendance upon the ſaid Perſon the ſaid Evens and Day , ſhall

from the Soveraen.,as is his Stall inthe Caſtle of Wixdſore, and ſhall wear his 
ſaid Habite whole, and ſhall hear the Dzuine Service, ſuch as by the Holy 
Church is ordained andlimired for the ſaid Day, as well the fir# Ever Song, 
Matters Maſſe, as the later Eten Song , in doing by him, firſt Reverence to the 
Aulter in the honour of God, and after to the Sta!,where is fixedand ſet up the

ITEM, It it were ſo, that without any Prorogation , the ſaid Feaft and 
Solemnity of $*. George, were kept and celebrated the ſaid Day and Even of 
Sr. George, in the ſaid Caſtle of Windſore, and if it were nor the pleaſure of the 
ſaid Soveraign for to be preſent, or thar conveniently he may not be there in 
perſon the ſaid Day and Feaſt, at his ſaid Caſtle of W:ndſore, that in caſe, in 
what Place that his pleaſure ſhall be ( being within his Realm of England) his 
Majeſty may appoint and command ſuch Knights of the ſaid Order as beſt ſhall 
ſeem him, for to keep company and give attendance upon his Perſon , and to 
keep all and like Ceremonies,as rhough they were at the ſaid Caſtle of w;dſore; 
and they doing the things aboveſaid, ſhall be excuſed for their abſence ar the 
Feaſt of St George holden atthe Caſtle of Windſore, for that Year. 

ITEM, lr is agreed, that if che Soveraign cannot be ar St, George his Feaff, 
that he ſhall make his Deputy, by his Lerters, for co keep the Chapter, upon 
St, Georges Even, at the Hour of trerce, which is at three of the Clock in the 
Afternoon z and on St Georges Day for to keep the ſaid Feaſt,at the coſt of the ſaid 
Soveraign, for the ſpace aboveſaid , without any new Ordinance to be made, 
having power to corre& and redreſle all Points of the ſaid Chapter, as for them 
ſhall tcem neceſlary. | 

ITEM, Thatevery Year on St, Georges Even, that is towit, the 22*h Day of 
April, a gathering together ſhall be made of all the Knights of S* George within 
the Caſtle of Wirdſore, thar is rowit, of all them har ſhall be within the Realm 
of England, or without that conveniently may come z and there they ſhall have 
the Service of Sr, George, andalſoſhall wear the whole Habite of the ſaid Ordec 
during the ſaid Se7uice, being ordinarily in their Stalls z and every of them ſhall 
have his Banner, Sword, with his Helmer and Creaſt above his Stall, the 
which during his Life ſhall abide in the ſaid Chapel, for his Honor, and in ſign 
and knowledge that he beares in Detence of the Holy Church, as the Order 
of Knizhthood doth require. Bur in caſe thar rhe ſaid Feaſt of St.George happen 
tofall within XV Dayes after Eaſter, or upon any Fiſh-Day,or Faft:ng-Day, ehen it 
ſhall be proro2ued and prolonged at the Soveraigns pleaſure, as is above ſaid, 
if ſo be that the ſaid Feaſt be not aſſigned or ordained robe kept the 24*h, 25th, 
26th, or the laſt Day of Aprilnor upon the 4 firſt Dayes of May ; for becauſethe 
Impediment or let of Divine Seruice ordained by the Holy Church tor the double 
Feaſt of $©, Marke, Philip, and Facob, and the Incarnation of the Holy Croſſe of our Lord 
Feſus Chriſt, nor at ſuch Dayesas hall fall che Aſce-ſior, or the Feaſt of Pentecoſt,or 
any other Feaſt of Solempnity, as is ordained in the Holy Church, whereby the 
firſt or ſesond Even Song, by (uch Prorogarions may be letred or diſturbed. . . 

ITEM, That all the Knights of rhe ſaid Order ſhall come yearly in the ſaid 
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Place of the ſaid Caſtle of WVindſore, on St, Georges Even, at the Hour of tzerce, 
which is, ar three of the Clock ar Afternoon, as isaboveſaid,and if they come 
not atthetime aſſigned, without having a juſt and reaſonable excuſe that be 
acceptable to the ſaid Soveraign, or to his Deputy, otherwiſe pardoned by the 
ſaid Soveraign of their abſence, by ſpecial Lerters of excuſe, in the which 
Letters their Names and Cauſes thall be written, or otherwiſe ſhall have their 
Penance after the Ordinance and Agreement of the ſaid Chapter : And the ſaid 
Ordinance is ſuch, that they ſhall not enter into the Chapter for the time, bur 
ſhall abide without doors, and ſhall have no voice in any thing that is done in 
the Chapter atthe time alonely ; And if they come not to Even Song before the 
beginning of the ſaid Even Song, they ſhall not enter into their Stalls bur ſhall 
abide below before their ſaid Stalls, in the Choriſters Places, during the ſaid 
Even Song, and like Penance is ordained for them that come not to High Maſle 
betime,and at Even Song on St. Georges Day : And it there be any that come nor 
to the ſaid Feaſt , and have nota reaſonable excuſe towards the Soveraign or 
his Deputy,as it is declared, his Penance ſhall be,that he ſhallnor enter within 
his Stall the next Feaſt after, bur ihall abide below, asis ſaid at the firſt Even 
Song, and ſhall go in the Proceffion before all Three Croſſes,and ſhall ſit before, as 
before is ſaid,all the Maſſe time,untill che Offering, and he ſhall offer laſt : and 
after his Penance ſo done, incontinent he ſhall come before the Soveraigns Stall, 
or his Deputy,and there he ſhall ask pardon z and after that the Soveraign or his

whatſoever of the ſaid Officers or Warden ſhall challenge , ſhall have the 
Penalty for his labour.

the Offering, the Soveraign or his Deputy ſhall go afore all che Company, and 
the ordinary Officers of the ſaid Order ſhall go, as they have been accuſtomed, 
whenany Proceſſion ſhall be done inthe Chapter, Chappel,or el{where ; and for 
the order of the ſaid Knights, for to fit at the Table for ro take their RefeRion,be 
it at Dinner or at >upper,they ſhall fir along on one fide atrer their Stals,and nor 
after their Srares, except Children and Brerhren of Kings,Princes,and Dukes, 
that be ſtrangers. che which ſhall keep their Places and Roomes after their 
Eſtare, and ar their voiding and going our ſhall abide and go in order, fo as they

ITEM, Ir isagreed, that every one of rhem, at the Caſtle of W:indſore, on 
the Morrow after St. George's Feaſt, before the departing of the Company, that 
che Knights aforcſaid, upon ſuch Gowns as ſhall pleaſe them at the Chaprer 
door, ſhall cake their Mantles, and ſhall go and hear a Maſſe of Reqwem , the 
which ſhall be ſolemnly ſung for the Souls of all the Fellows of rhe ſaid Order 
which be departed and deceaſed, and for all Chriſtian Souls; 2nd thar all the 
Company be there preſent , without any of them be let by a reaſonable cauſe, or 
have Licenſe by the Soveraign or his Deputy, before the departing, and 
when it happeneth, that for any cauſe of the avoiding of any of the ſaid Fellow- 
ſhip, there ſhall be certain Banners, Swords, Helmets, and Creaſts, the which 
ought tobe offered up before the offering of any Silver, the harchmenr oughe ro 
be offered firſt, the Banner by rwo of the ſaid Fellowſhip, ſuch as the ſaid 
Soveraign or his Deputy ſhall appoint or Name, and after that the Sword ſhall 
be offered by two other, and likewiſe his Helm and Creafſt by two ocher Knights

ITEM, Iris agreed , thar all Strangers that ſhall be eleed Fellows of the 
ſaid Order, ſhall be certified by Letters of the Soveraign of their Ele&ion, the 
which Letters of Certification with the Statutes of the ſaid Order, under the 
common Seal, ſhall be ſent unto them, at the Coſts and Charges of the ſaid

And how full of Treaſure of 
Antiority and Dignity the name of a Baron is, doth very plainly and cafily ap- TR 
pear, if we cicher reſpe& the Antiquity thercof , having had hereditary Ju- 
riſdiction annexed unto their Honour and Dignity 3 of if we look into the . 

moſt Honourable and Reverend Prerogative of them in the chiefeſt Aſſemblies 

ofthe Kingdom : For all Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earls and Yicounts have their ſeats 

with Barons, in the higkcſt Aſſembly of the Kingdom in Parliament, only 

by the name of their Barronics ; inſomuch that the greateſt Duke fitting in 
Parliament (although he be placed according to the Preheminence of his De- 

orce 3 yer, holdeth he his place only by reafon of is Barony : Neither is it 

for any other Reaſon granted unto our Archbiſhops and Biſhops to fit there, 
but that they have the Poſſcfhon and Dignity of ſome Paronage or Barony, 
annexcd unto thcir Biſhopricks : And although ir hath pleaſed his Majeſty 
by a particular Inſtrument to grant unto the Barons a Crownet, or Circulzs 
Aurens, a5 it is called, adorned with Sex Ma garitis, to be uſed with their 
Cap of Honor, deſcribed in pag. 44. ofthe third Book, which though as one 
of the chief Ornaments of Inveſtiture, 1s not at all mentioned in their Patents as 
belonging to them : yet, the Supreme Majeſty in his Ads of Creation, as Gods 
Vicegerent by his ffar,doth ſupply thar,as if there had been a particular Creation, 
For,as Selden ſaith, The Solcmnities of Creation, inthe Latter-rimes eſpecially, 
zre often omitted, and the Patent only delivered or ſent to them, ſupplies the 
Inveſture, and are at this day put on (when it pleaieth the King to add the 
Solemnities of Creation) and this ſort of Coronet , accompanied with the 
Cap, is proper to the whole degree. And as Mr. Seldez further obſervescon- 
cerning the Crownet, or Circulzs Aurexs, belonging to an Earl, as it is called 
in the Charters of Creation, and the Cap of Hononr, 1 cannot doubr ( ſaith 
he) but it was alwayes in uſe with the Crownet, which was alſo much more 
ancient , as their Honorary Ornament , than the expreſs mention of ir in the 
Clauſe of Inveſture in their Charters ; for that exceeds not the time of Edward 
the VI. Whereas (ſaith he) we have clear Teſtimony of an Earls Coronet be- 
tore, Aymer de valence,that died Earl of Pembroke inthe 16 year of Edward the 
Second had one. So alſo though the Cap of Honour or Barons Cap is 
nor mentioned in their Charters, bur uſed in their Inveſtures, yet asa Dignity 
having 7 #ra Regalia they are Repured equall to an Earl, notwithſtanding the 
Earldom or Barony, do differ in Dignity, and therefore are adorn'd with a 
Fillet or Crownet of Barons. as the ancient manner was in Fraxce. For, as 
telides the Letters of Creation or Commiſſion, by which every Degree was 
made, they had Symbola Dignitatrs in their Crownets 3 denoting in the prin- 
cipal parts of Gold and Pearl their Degree from the Soveraign as they had J 
dymbola Adminiſtrations for the object of their Government, As the'Cap was the | 
Enſign of Authority and Dignity 3 So the ſeverall Crownets, according to their 

degrces, as Symbola Dignitatis, oughtto be worn on their Armes, as is ſeen 
on the Archievements before , being the Archievement of the Barons D' arcy, Seldea. 

The Creation of Barons into that Title exprefly by Patent began in the 

Elcaventh year of Richard the Second. The firik Temporal Baron being thus 

created was Fehr de Beanchampe, Steward of the Houſchold to Richard rhe

For under the Title of Baronage , all the Superiour eſtates of the Kingdom 
were compriſed , but as the Learned Clarenciewx obſerverh, it attained the 
higheſt pitch of Honour, ever fince that Hemry the ITT, our of ſo great a num- 
ber as was Seditious and Turbulent, called the very beſt, by Writ or Sommons 
unto the High Courtof Parliament, did Decree and Ordain , That all thoſe 
Earles and Barons of the Realm of England, unto whow the King himſelf vo. 
ſafed to dirett his Summons, should come wnto his Parliament , and no other, 
which Edward the firſt , his Succeſſour, conſtantly obſerved, ( Summoning no 
Other then thoſe that were moſt wiſe to the Parliament, omitting their Sons af- 
ter death , if nor anſweiable ro their Parents in underſtanding:) Summoning 
alwaies thoſe of Ancient Families: Among whom was Sir Phil:p Darcy,Knight, 
whoſe Barony of No#ox extinguiſhed into Cco-heirs Fuliana the elder, mar 
ried to Peter of Limbury : and Agnes his ſecond Daughter , wife of Robert 
Pedwarden Knight , his Brother and Heir.

As 
inthe time of Henry the Third, and in the Pleas of Parliament in the time of 
Edward the Firſt and Second, and expreſly Le Count Marſhal in the beginning . 
of Edward the Third ; obſerving alſo that in the moſt Antient Times fome of 
the moſt Eminent Officers being Local Earls, were ſometimes ſtiled Comztes, or 
Conſules Palatint, with relation to the Court onely, as if that Perſonal Title had 
ſufficiently deſigned them, by joyning the Title of Comztes to a word that gene- 
rally expreſleth their perſonal Office. For Palatin was in this ſence uſed alſo in 
England, not onely atributed to rhe Local Earls Palatine, but as having a perſo- 
nal Office in the Court under the King. Such Officers, as being Earles, were al- 
ſo honoured with the greateſt Court Dignities : As Comes Seneſcallus, Comes Con-

of Brandenburg, now a Knight of the Garter, is Lord High Chamberlain. The 
Duke(now K.of Bohem.) was made Lord chiet Butler.So that the ſecular Electors 
are compoſed of a King, a Duke, a Marqueſs, and a Counc 5 but fince,by the In- 
ftrumentr for the ſettlement of Germany , the Count Palatine-was created Eighth 
Eleflor, and Arch Treaſurer of the Empire, which he executed at the Election of 
the laſt King of the Romans, by throwing Medals of Gold and Silver among the 
People. The Archdaprferf5ip with all the Prerogatives thereof was confer'd on the 
Duke of Bavarre for perpetuity, tillin the Treatie at *# Munfter it was granted, 
that in caſe the Gz/ze/mrne Line failes without maſculine Iſſue, the EleQtorſhip of 
the Rhine with the Archdapiferſhip ſhould revert to the Rodulphian Line, who had 
loſt it by Frederick Prince Palatin's acceptation of the Crown of Bohemua, 
Charles, Rupert , and Edward his Sons , are all of them Kaights of the

The next Degree of DUKE, is that of the Kings blood, as His Son, Bro- 
ther, Unkle,{or Nephew, and theſe ought to be reputed as Arch-Dukes, and 
precede all other Dukes, Katioze Sanguirts z and this was in the very In- 
tancy of the World; Meſcch the Brother of Javan ( from whom the Greeks) 
che firſt King of che Argrues , both Sons of Japhet , as is recorded in Scrip- 
ture to be one of thoſe 20 Dukes that led the People into the Iſles of the 
Genmiiles, and were anciecntly called Dux 4 ducendo, quia ob ſuam fortitudinem & 
maznanimitatem per ſe exercitum ducere dignweih : for the Name importeth , the 
Leader of an Emperial or Regal Army ,: for ( as Segar obſerveth) that during 
che rurbulent ſtare of wandring Nations, the degree of Duke was of chiefeſt 
force, and was then an Honour, butis now become a Dignity, ro men of grear 
Blood, and excellent Merir, Merit cravinz new Honours, while Blood keeps 
the old. 

The Firſt and only Earle of York was Otho, Son to Henry Leo, Duke of 
Bauar, and Saxony, by Maud Daughter of Henry the ſecond, who was afterwards 
proclaimed Emperour, and tiled by the name of Ortho the 4*h, from whoſe 
Brother W:ll;am another Son of Maud, are deſcended the Dukes of Bru»ſwick,and 
Lunelurg in Germany ; who, fora Token of this their Kindred with the Kings of 
England, give. the ſame Aimes of the Firſt Kings of England of the Norther;: 
Blood, 0v:z. 

Two LEOPARDS, or LIONS ( for ſo Camder Stileth them) OR, 
in a Shield Jupicer. | 

24, Edmuzrdof Langley, fich Son of King Edward the Third, was created Duke 
of York by King Richard the ſecond , in the Ninth Year of his Raizn: who 
He was Knight of the moſt honourable Order of the Garter. And bare 

FRANCE and ENGLAND quarterly, within a GARTER, with a Label 
of Three Points Luna , charged with Nine Torteauxes. 

This Edmund, by a ſecond Daughter of Peter King of Caſtile, and of Leon, had 
Two Sons ; Edward the Eldeſt, in his Fathers time was firſt Earle of Cambridge, 
afterwards Duke of Aumarle, and in the end Duke of Yorke ; who manfully 
fighting in the Bartail at Agercourt in France loſt his life, leaving no Children : 
and R:chard his ſecond Son, Earle of Cambridge, who having married Anzefifter 
of Edmund Mortimer, whoſe Grandmother likewiſe was the onely Daughter of 
Leonel Duke of Clarence, and practiſing to advance Edmund his Wives Brother to 
the Royal Dignity, was ſtreightwaies intercepted and beheaded, as if he had 
been corrupted by the Frerch to deſtroy King Henry the Fifth. 

Sixteen Years after , his Son Richard was reſtored in blood , through the 
exccediny, but unadviſed favour of King Henry the Sixth : 4s bezng Son to Richard 
Earle of Cambridge, Brether to Edward Duke of Yorke, and Coin alſo to Edmund 
Earle of March : And now being Duke of Yorke, Earle of March, and of #Iſfter, 
Lord of w;jgmore, Clare,1rim, and Connaught; he bare himfelt ſo lofry,thar ſhortly 
he made claime openly in Parliament, againſt King Heryithe Sixth, as in his 
 ownright, for che Crown : which he had cloſely affeted by indire& courſes 
before, in making complaints of the miſgovernment of the Srate, ſpreading 
ſeditious Rumours, ſcaticring Libells abroad, complorting ſecrer Conlpiracies, 
and ſtirring up Tumulrts, yea and open Warres ; laying down his Title thus, as 
being the Son of Arne Mortimer, who came of Philip the Daughter and ſole Heir 
of Leozel Duke of Clarence, third Son of Kinz Edward the Third, and therefore ro

be preferred by very good right,in ſucccſiton of the Kinzdombefore the Children 
of John of Gauitzthe fourth ſon of the ſaid Edzard the Third, And when Anſwer 
was madeunto him , that the Nobles of the Realm and the Duke himſelf had 
ſworn Allegcance unto the King, that the Kingdome by authority of Parliamenr 
had been conferred and entailed upon Heary the Fourth and his Heirs , that the 
Duke claiming his Title from the Duke of Clarezce, never took upon him the 
Armes of the Duke of Clarence, that Henry the Fourth held the Crown in right 
from King Henry rhe Third : He eaſily avoided all cheſe Allegations : namely, 
that the ſaid Oath unto the King taken by mans law was in no wiſe to be 
performed, when as ic tended to the ſuppreſſionot the Truth and Right, which 
ſtand by the Law of God : Thar, there was no need of Parliamentary authority 
co entail the Crown and Kingdome unto the Laxcaſtr;ans , nerther would they 
themſelves ſeek for it ſo, if they had ſtood upon any rizhe thereunto. As for the 
Armes of the Duke of Clarence, which were his by right, he forbare of purpoſe 
co give themuntil then , likeas he did,to claim his Right ro the Imperial Crown : 
And as for the Right or Title derived from King Hezry the Third, it was a meer 
ridiculous device, and manifeſt untruth,to cloake the violent Ulſurpaticn of Henry 
the Fourth, and therefore condemned of all men. Albeit theſe Pleas in he 
behalf of the Duke of York ſtood direftly with Law : yet,for remedy of imminent 
dangers, the matrer was ordered thus by the wiſdomeof the Parliament: Thar 
Henry the ſixth ſhould enjoy the Right of the Kingdome for term of Life onely, 
and that R:cbard Duke of York ſhould be proclaimed Heir apparent of tlie 
Kingdome , he and his Heirs to ſucceed] after him: provided alwayes, thar 
neither of them ſhould plot or praftice ought to the deſirudion of the other. 
Howbeit the Duke immediately was tranſported to ſo headlong an ambition, 
that he went about ro preoccupate and foreſtall his own hopes, and ſo he raiſed 
that deadly Warre berween the Houles of Tork and Lazcaſter, diſtingniſhed by the 
White and Red Koſe, whercin himſelf ſoon after loſt his life at Wakefield, King 
Henry the ſixth was four times taken Priſoner , and in the end diſpoiled both 
of his Kingdome and life. Edward Earle of March, ſon to the ſaid Richard, obtained 
che Crown,and being depoſed from che ſame.recovered ir again(thus inconſtanr 
Fortune diſported her ſclt,litting up and throwing down Princes ar her pleaſurc) 
many Princes of the Royal bloud, and a number of the Nobility loſt their lives : 
thoſe hereditary and Rich Provinces in Fraxce belonging to the Kings of England 
were loſt, the Wealth of the Realm wholly waſted,and rhe Poor People thereof 
overwhelmed with all manner of miſery. Edward now being eſtablithed in His 
Royal Throne, and in the rank of Kings,carrying the Name of Edward the fourth, 
gave unto Kzchard his ſecond ſon the Title of Duke of York, who together with 
King Edward the Fifth his Brother, was by their Unkle &:ch. the Third murdered. 
Then King Henry the ſeventh granted the ſame Titleunto his younger ſon, who 
afterwards was crowned King of England,by che Name of Henry the 8th, ..* -; 
And even now of late King James inveſted Charles his ſecond ſon ( whom before 
he had created in Scorland Duke of Albany, Marqueſſe of Ormond, Earle of Roſſe, 
Baron of Ardmaroch) a Childe not full four Years of Age, Duke of York, / 
cinfure of a Sword , empoſition of a Cap and Coronet of Gold upon his head, and 
delivering unto him aVerge of gold: after he had according to the order with due 
Complements made the day before , both him, and Eleven more of Noble Pa- 
rentage, Knights of the Bath; who are theſe that follow.

As Yorkis the ſecond City of England, both for Fame and Grearneſle, fo alſo 
have the Princes thereof been. Henry the ſecond Son of Henrythe ſeventh, after 
King of England, being he that purchaſed the ſtile of Defender of the Faith : Charles 
the ibend Son of King James, afterwards Kzrg, purchaſed the Liberty borh of 

Church and Srateto inveſt us with Mags Charts, his People in their juſt Rights, 
and James the ſecond Son of {uch a Father,is now for fame ſpoken of through the 
World, and tor Greatneſſe the Second Perſon in the Kingdome, by Gods ef] pecial 
hand reſtored : created Duke of York eJun. 27. 1643. He having married the 
Daughter of Edward Earle of Clarendon,by whom he had one Son named Charles, 
. called Duke of Cambridge(by King Charles the ſeco2d)in his Cradle ſince deceaſed. 
Hjs Ilkkrious Highneſle beareth the Arms of His Father , with a Label 
Ermine; which Label, as I obſerved, inthe firſt Chapter of the ſecond Book, 
fignifieth Faith, Hope, and Charity, and being Ermine, 'denoteth the unſported 
purity of the Bearer,where theſe Three Heavenly Graces meet, Faithin his Shield, 
whereby the Lions do Prote& the Lilies, Hope, Admirable Hope placed upon thar 

Shield ; Charity binding the Anchor with the Cable of True-love to the Ring that 

hath noend, and the Streams of Nobil:ty created do run ſtill to the Fountars, of 
- which they participate, the Prince betng the Ceſar, and the Ceſar Auguſtus,

and Mſt noble Ceſar : So with our Anceſtors the Eagliſh Saxons, he was named 
Etheling, that is, Noble, the ſame with CHARLES: the Firſt, none more Noble y 
the Second, none His Second; both born Dukes of Cornwal, by the virtue of that 
Crcation that Edward the' Third gave His Heir apparent, whom He afterward 


adorned by ſolemn Inveſture and Creation, with the Title of the Prince of Wales, candens Brit; 


and gave the Principality of wales in theſe Words, to be held of him, and bis Hezrs, 

Kings of England, And as the Learned Camden obſerveth, that as the declared 

Succeſlors of the Roman Empire were named C#/ars; thoſe of the Greek Empire 

Deſpote ; of the Kingdome of France, Dolphins; and of Spain, Iufants z lo from 

thence forward, the Heirs apparent of the Kingdorme of England were intituled 

Princes of Wales, by Authority of Parliament : that both of them were governed 

under the ſame Law. The Abridgment outof the A of Parliament runs thus,

Priviledyes, and 
Lawes within rþ16 Realm, and other the Kings Dominior.s of ales, as other the Kings 
Subjefts, natura:y born within the ſame,bave,enjoy,and inherit : and the I @ ves,Ordirances, 
and Sta utes of the Realmof England for ever, and none other ſhall be had;uſed\prafiiced, 
ard executed in the ſaid Country, or Dominion of Wales, and every part thereof, m like 
manr.er,form,and order,as hereafter ſhall be further eftabliſhed and ordatned, &c. Which 
Britiſh Nation ever fince hath continued as faichfully and durifully incheir loyal 
Allegeances to the Crown of England, as any other part of the Realin whatever : 
As for the Princes of the Briteſþ blood I ſhall refer you to the Hiſtories of wales, 
Lhenellin ap Gryffith being the Jaſt Prince of the Bretzb Race, being ſlain,whereby 

the finewes of that Principality were as it were cut. King 'Edward the firſt united 
itto the Kingdome of England, and the whole Province ſware Fealty and 
Allegeance unto Edward of Carnaruan, His Son, whom he made Prince of Wales: 
Burt Ki7g Edward the ſecond conferred not upon his Son Edwardthe Title of Prence 
of Wales, but only the name of Earle of Cheffer, and of Flint: and King Edward 
the third firſt created his Eldeſt Soz Edward, ſfurnamed the Black Prence ( being 
then Duke,of Cormral, and Earle of Cheſter) Prince of Wales, by ſoleinn Inveſture, 
with a Capof Eftate,ard a Cororet, ſet on his Head, a Gold King pur upon his 
Finger, and a Silver Verge delivered into his Hand,with the aſſent of Parliamient; 
after whoſe un:imely death Ki»g Edward the 34, inveſted with the ſame Honour 
- Richatd of Burdeaux,the ſaid Princes Son, as Heir apparent, who was depoſed 
from his Kingdome by Her.ry the fourth; and afterwards diſpatched with violene 
Death: Tic laid Henry the fourth, at the formal Requeſt of the Lotds and 
Commor:s, beſiowing the ſaid Principality, with che Tutle of Chefter and Flint, 
with ſolemn Invelſture. and a kifle, in full Parliament, on his Eldeſt Son , who 
glortouſly bare the Name of Herr the fifth : His Son Henrythe ſixth, who was an 
Intanc ac the Fathers death, conferred chis Honour, which he never had himſelf,

upon his young Son Edpard,who being taken Priſoner at Tewkesbury-Ficld,was flain 
by the FaRion of Tork. Notlong after, Xing Edward the fourth, having obtained 
the Crown, created Edward His Young Sen Prince of Wales, who afterwards was 
Xing,by the Name of Edward the 5th, And a while after his Unckle Xing Richard, 
who made him away; ordained: in his Room Earard his own Son, who dyed 
quickly after: Then Xing Henry the ſeventh created his Eldeſt Son Arthur Prince 
of wales, giving him the atoreſaid ſolemn inveſture, and delivery of a Patent : 
(And alr oth Queen 24ary,Queen El:zabeth,and King Edward the fixth,children 
of King Henry the eigth, never bad Inveſture nor Patent, yer were commonly 
named in their Order Prexces of Wales: which continued ro the dayes of Henry 
the eighth, and then that Principality was fully uniced ro the Kingdom of England: 
And whereas the Kingdome of Britain formerly divided, was by the happy Union 
of the moſt Serene King James joyned into one by his Eldeſt Son Prince Henry,who 
was ſtiled Prince of Great Britatn, which Title after came to our late dread 
Soveraign, K:»g Charles the firfft, who was ſo much a Chriſtian in bearing the 
Croſſes of his X;#dome, thatI conjeQured, 


Each of His Kingdomes Croſſes plainly ſbews, 


He was a Chriſtian, and His Enemies Jews. 


who not only devided his Garments, but murthered his Perſon, in whom I ſs 
much feared the loſſe of all the ſorts of Nobility , Native, Dative, Atchieved, - 
and created, thar I erecd then the Monument on the other fide. 


But praiſed be God there is now a better and Living Monument , the KING, 
which, as the Law ſaith, can never dye, whoſe Rights are Sacra ſacrorum, whoſe 
juſt Prerogatives are the Flowers of his Crown, whoſe Perſon hath no Superiour 
but God alone, who hath made them ( Gods ) and therefore is Nobility an AR 
of Soveraign Grace and Favour, called therefore CRE ATED, and though they 
dye like men, Adam did ſo, earth being his original, yer he as a Fountain of honour 
was the Head-ſpring of crayon! flowing from the Arbour Royal in Eder, to the 
Royal Oake of Great Britain,jin a lineal Deſcene. Though I have laboured to draw 
from the Heroes of old, yet is his greateſt Honour this, His Realm of Exgland was 
the firſt Kingdome thar received the Faith of Chrift, as affirmeth Gas, upon 
certain knowledge, toward the end of 7:/beriwthe Emperour, which in compu- 
tation of time was five Years before S*t Peter came to Rome, and but Five Years 
after the death of our Redeemer, in the time of Luc: : And whatever hath been 
proper to Supream Majeſty, Scepters, and Crowns, the Purple Robe, the Mound or 
Globe, yFion, &c. have been as long theirs as any others: And if you ſhould ſay 
. with Plato, Neminem Regem 101 ex $ervis eſſe oriundum, neminem non SerUuum ex 
regibus, omnia 1#ta louga Varietas miſcuit, & ſurſum & deorſum fortuna verſavit : The 
'Sphear it ſelf hath his Oblique, and Right Aſcentions ; but the Sun is in the 
Cemer thereof, and moves upon its own Axis only.

I. Fapiter, Three Flower de Lis, Sol, for the Armes of France , firſt placed by 
King E4wardthe third, for good Reaſons : Firſb, That France at that time was 
the larger and more tamous Kingdome : Secondly, thar che Frezch might be 
the more cafily induced ro acknowledg the Egl:ſb Title : And Laſtly, 
for thatthe Ergliſh A:mes was compounded of the LION of Aguitaiz, and 
the Two LIONS of Normandy, being both French Dutchies z and 15 quartered 
with the former, viz. Mars, Three L1ONSS Paſlant,Gardant in pale Sol, 
being ſo borne quarterly , till King Fames the V]. en the death of Queen 
Elizabeth ſucceeded in the Crown of Englazd, in right of his Deſcent from 
Margaret the Eldeſt Daughter of King Henry VII. ſo thar in bis Perſon there 
was not only a Union of the Kingdomes , bur a reſtoring of the o1d Line 
of the Saxon-Kings ( under the Title of Great BRITAIN ) of which he was the 
indubicable Heir, without relation to the Conqueſt of the Norman Baſtard, as 
appeareth as well by his Paternal as Maternal Azceſtors. Kebert the II.firnamed 
Stewart, King of $ cots, by deſcent from the Eldeſt Siſter of Dauid Bruce, was 
extracted from the Ancient Princes of Wales, ( as beforeſaid) reſtoring thereby 
the Britiſh blood to the Throne of Scotland.

3. His MAJESTY beareth in the third place, Jupiter, a Harp Sol, ſtringed 
Luna, which COAT King Fames ( to ſhew himſelf che Firſt abſolute King of 
irelard)) firſt cauſed to be marſhalled with the Royal Armes of Great Britazn, 
4. and Laſtly, 4s the firſt, all within the Royal GART ER, the KING being the 
Soueraign of the ORDER,on a Helmet(arſwerable to his Majeſtyes Royal Dygnity, Mantled 
withCloath of Gold,Lined Ermine ) adorned with an Imperial Crown, a LION Paſſant, 
gardant, crowned 4s before, ſapported on the Right ſide witha LION Ranipand, 
Gardanr crowned, of the former ; 2nd on the Left fide, a UNICORN Luna 
porgeds with a Crown of the Principality,;and Chain affixed chereto,pendanc 

etween the two fore-Leggs, and returning over the Back Sol, both ſtanding 
on a Compartiment, adorned with Badges and Motto, as more plainly 
appeareth before delineated. And now having let up his MAJESTIE'S 
Atchievements within che limits of his own Dominions to which he is born, 
if you look upon Him as the Su; of the Sphear of Gentry,or as the FOUNTAIN 
of HONOR, I may juſtly atrribute that of Claudiar to Him,
